1. This is a public auction and mail-bid sale 
held by Heritage Numismatic Auctions, 
Inc., a licensed and bonded auctioneer 
(the “Auctioneer”).

CERTIFIED HALF CENT 

1 1795 Plain Edge—Reverse Scratched—ANACS. B-6a, C-6a, R.3. 
Grading Fine 12, a scratch diagonally bisects the reverse through the 
E of STATES and the M of AMERICA. Deep steel-brown color 
overall. 

CERTIFIED LARGE CENTS 

2 1818 MS 63 Red and Brown PCGS. A Randall Hoard variety with 
the usual abrasions, most of which are seen on the obverse, none too 
serious. Mint red and brown overall, the reverse is somewhat lighter. 

3 1828 AU 58 ANACS. Large Date. Well defined, especially in the 
centers, with medium brown color overall. 

CERTIFIED FLYING EAGLE CENTS 

4 1857 MS 63 PCGS. A frosty and obviously original Flying Eagle 
cent, softly struck as usual, and free of most noticeable abrasions. 

5 1858/7 MS 60 ANACS Late Die State. Weak overdate, but imme¬ 
diately identifiable by the broken wing-tip. The surfaces are glossy, 
with the reverse olive-gray and the obverse showing rose-golden 
hues. An attractive example of this important overdate. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN CENTS 


6 1864 Bronze MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. The surfaces appear to 
be technically perfect and the heavy metal flow gives the coin a 
matte-like appearance. Mostly brown, the patination shows a strong 
undertone of original red still which yields a pleasing glossiness. 

7 1864 Bronze MS 66 Red NGC. Of the greatest importance to Indian 
cent collectors, this original, full red example is one of only a hand¬ 
ful of such pieces extant today of this date. Fully struck, a few small 
flyspecks are peppered across the reverse. Population: 7 in 66, only 
1 finer. 

8 1864 L On Ribbon AU 55 ANACS. Even, dark brown color with just 
a hint of rub. A pleasing example of this semi-key issue. 

9 1865 MS 62 Red and Brown NGC. Mottled coloration. 

10 1865 MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. Second year of the bronze alloy, 
all early Indian cents are rare in high grade and especially with traces 
of original mint red color. This piece is sharply struck and the sur¬ 
faces are nearly perfect. Most of the original mint luster remains 
with only slight traces of browning. Population: 4 in 66, none are 
finer. 

11 1866 MS 64 Red NGC. Bright copper-gold color with fully defined 
feather tips, and a slightly grainy appearance. Quite scarce in full red 
condition. 

12 1869 MS 64 Red NGC. Red color throughout, the coin is only held 
back from a higher grade by slight muting of color on the highpoints. 
Very scarce with original red color from such an early date. 

13 1870 MS 64 Red NGC. Full mint bloom and nearly a gem. A couple 
of minute carbon flecks are seen on each side. 


14 1871 MS 64 Red NGC. Full mint bloom with just a few small marks 
on this scarcer early date Indian cent. Boldly defined throughout. 

15 1875 MS 62 Red and Brown ANACS. S-2. Repunched Date. Widely 
repunched at the top of the 1, and rare as such. Sharply struck with 
mostly red surfaces and just a touch of brown on the reverse. 

16 1876 MS 65 Red NGC. Fully struck on the obverse with complete 
mint luster that is undiminished by the passage of time. Very scarce 
as a gem and with full red color. Trends $2,900. 

17 1876 MS 65 Red PCGS. An excellent value in a full red cent and 
one of the earlier, more elusive years of the series. The color is a cop¬ 
per-red with a little muting on the highpoints, and the coin simply 
exudes originality. Fully struck. Population: 8 in 65, 7 finer. Trends 
$2,900. 

18 1878 MS 64 Red PCGS. A full red example of this scarce, semi-key 
issue. The reverse is of full gem quality while the obverse is slight¬ 
ly flecked with carbon. 

19 1898 MS 66 Brown NGC. The glossy brown surfaces are carbon- 
free and well struck. 

20 1905 MS 65 Red ANACS. Very bright with rich overlays of orange 
patination on each side. Some contact marks show on the Indian’s 
headdress and limit the grade. 

CERTIFIED PROOF INDIAN CENTS 

21 1864 Bronze PR 64 Red and Brown NGC. Perhaps 30-40% of the 
original red remains. Moderately reflective. 

22 1865 PR 64 Red PCGS. Lovely mint red color, a few specks of car¬ 
bon detract from a full gem rating. 

23 1874 PR 65 Red NGC. Even red color throughout, the surfaces are 
only marred by a carbon spot at the top of the reverse. 

24 1876 PR 66 Red NGC. A premium example of this gem proof with 
coppery-red surfaces and frosty cameo devices. Just a few tiny fly- 
specks keep this piece from perfection. Population: 3 in PR 66, none 
finer. 

25 1878 PR 65 Red and Brown NGC. Brightly mirrored, the surfaces 
display light, multicolored patination that includes just a touch of 
brown and blue. 

26 1884 PR 66 Red PCGS. A sharp strike and brilliant color define this 
gem. Both obverse and reverse show a touch more reddish-purple 
along the rims, with golden-red at the centers. 

27 1885 PR 65 Red and Brown NGC. The reflective cherry-red surfaces 
have an overlay of muted brown on each side. 

28 1891 PR 64 Red NGC. Deep cherry-red color. 

29 1898 PR 66 Red and Brown NGC. Superb, spotless quality. The sur¬ 
faces show only the slightest touch of brown. A lovely proof Indian 
cent. 

30 1901 PR 65 Brown NGC. The mirrors have been subdued somewhat 
by the brown patina. 

31 1901 PR 65 Red and Brown PCGS. Mostly bright red and gold with 
hardly any visible brown color, the obverse shows a few minor car¬ 
bon spots. An attractive example of a proof Indian cent. 

32 1902 PR 66 Red and Brown NGC. Moderately reflective surfaces 
with deep golden and tan colorations. 

33 1908 PR 65 Red PCGS. Moderately mirrored with subdued cherry- 
red surfaces. 
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CERTIFIED LINCOLN CENTS 


34 1909-S VDB MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Bright original tan sur¬ 
faces with some reddish-gold toning hiding in the crevices across 
either side. An original gem of this key Lincoln. 

35 1913-S MS 65 Red and Brown PCGS. An attractive, fully struck 
gem that has just a bit of light browning over the surfaces but seems 
carbon-free. 

36 1913-S MS 64 Red PCGS. Fully struck with pleasing, original red 
color. Only marred by light flyspecking. 

37 1924-D MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Mostly brown with tinges of 
faded mint color about the devices. A bit weakly struck, as this semi¬ 
key Lincoln is apt to come. 

38 1924-D MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Vibrant mint red on the 
reverse, with a small mark on Lincoln’s jaw limiting the grade and 
pretty tan and brick-red obverse colors. 

39 1927-D MS 65 Brown PCGS. Sharply defined throughout, the 
glossy brown patina shows significant undertones of iridescent rose 
and blue coloration. 

40 1930-S cents MS 65 Red NGC, three pieces; (2) 1942 dimes MS 67 
NGC, mostly brilliant with splotchy, dark patches of color inter¬ 
spersed; and a 1939 quarter MS 66 NGC, lustrous. (Total: 6 coins) 

CERTIFIED PROOF LINCOLN CENTS 


41 1936 Type Two PR 64 Red PCGS. Fully brilliant, showing a few 

light patches of patina in the fields. 


42 1940 PR 65 Red PCGS, five pieces, all are fully red with a slight 

haze over the surfaces. (Total: 5 coins) 


43 1941 PR 66 Red PCGS. Bright mint luster. A tiny fleck of carbon is 
seen on each side. 

44 1941 PR 66 Red PCGS. Splendid. 

CERTIFIED TWO-CENT PIECE 


45 1864 MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. The surfaces are toned just a bit 

off from the original red, resulting in a red and brown example of 
this first year of issue. There is a small, irregularly shaped area on 
the shield lines that may (or may not) be a planchet flaw of some 


CERTIFIED PROOF TWO-CENT PIECES 


46 1864 PR 65 Red NGC. A superb example of this first year issue and 
very elusive proof date. The fields are unfathomably deep mirrors, 
and the devices are frosted creating a nice cameo effect, a rarity for 
a two-cent piece. Rich mint-red color glows on each side, and only 
a couple of minuscule carbon flecks on the obverse limit the grade. 
Population: 4 in PR 65, 4 finer. 

47 1866 PR 65 Brown NGC. The fields are still brightly mirrored 
beneath the deep brown patina that covers most of each side. And 
there are still a few streaks of original mint red that are undiminished 
by the passage of the decades. 

48 1869 PR 65 Brown NGC. Deep, even chocolate-brown color covers 
both sides. 

49 1869 PR 66 Red and Brown NGC. Very even attractive reddish-tan 
color with no noticeable spots or blemishes. Mixed multicolored iri¬ 
descent hues accent each side in the protected areas. One of the 
nicest examples of this date we have seen recently, void of com¬ 
monly-seen flyspecking. Population: 6 in PR 66, none finer. 


1873 Closed 3 PR 66 Red and Brown PCGS. Light to medium 
golden, blue, crimson, and tan colors are intermingled on this 
sparkling proof-only issue. One of an estimated 600 originals struck 
in the final year of two-cent production. Population: 6 in PR 66, 
none finer. 

1873 Closed 3 PR 66 Red and Brown NGC. Toned in subtle violet 
and rose shades with strong underlying reflectivity. A high quality 
example of this final year, proof-only issue. Population: 17 in PR 66, 
none finer. 


CERTIFIED THREE-CENT SILVER 


1852 MS 65 PCGS. Original silvery-gray color with an occasional 
splash of pale-gold. A typically defined specimen. 

1859 MS 65 PCGS. First year of the Type Three design, this piece is 
fully struck on the obverse but shows localized weakness on the 
reverse. Deeply toned with strong underlying mint luster. 

1871 MS 66 NGC. Very scarce in mint state. Mostly brilliant with 
splashes of golden toning. 

CERTIFIED PROOF THREE-CENT SILVER 


1870 PR 63 NGC. Both sides are toned a uniform steel-gray color, 
somewhat muting the underlying proof brilliance. Still, an attractive 
example. 

1873 PR 64 NGC. Deeply mirrored, the flash from the proof finish 
is plentifully evident even through the multiple layerings of rich rust- 
red, cobalt-blue, and gray patination that cover each side. 

1873 PR 65 NGC. Both sides display deep blue, rose, and citrine 
toning but the depth of color does not diminish the bright flash from 
the mirrored proof fields. 

CERTIFIED PROOF THREE-CENT NICKELS 


1874 PR 65 NGC. Well frosted with a touch of golden color. Much 
scarcer than later date proofs in gem condition. The fields are mod¬ 
erately reflective as usual for these coins. 

1879 PR 66 NGC. A pristine coin but only moderately reflective in 
the fields. An oyster-gray patina covers both sides. 

1880 PR 67 PCGS. While showing only the slightest reflectivity in 
the fields, the surfaces overall are nearly perfect from a technical 
standpoint and covered in the most beautiful multicolored shadings 
imaginable. 

1883 PR 67 NGC. Multicolored iridescent toning drapes both sides 
of this exquisite, near-flawless type coin. 

1886 PR 66 NGC. Lovely rose and olive patination. 

CERTIFIED SHIELD NICKEL 


1875 MS 66 NGC. A superb strike and deep mint frost combine to 
enhance this better dated Shield nickel. Rose-golden patina has 
formed peripherally. Population: 2 in 66, none finer. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SHIELD NICKELS 


1869 PR 65 NGC. A flashy, deeply reflective proof that displays 
only slight patination. 

1871 PR 65 PCGS. Glassy, brightly mirrored surfaces that have 
avoided unsightly carbon and are virtually free from hairlines. A 
squiggly lintmark is noted on the reverse to the left of the 5. 

1873 PR 64 PCGS. Lightly toned with moderately reflective mirrors. 
The center of the reverse has a significant amount of planchet flak¬ 
ing that, while mint created, affects the desirability and therefore the 
grade of the coin.

67 1876 PR 66 NGC. A superior proof nickel, the surfaces are brilliant 
throughout and the fields are deeply reflective with thick mint frost 
on the devices. An uncommonly well preserved coin that should be 
considered by anyone who needs this piece in proof for a type set. 
Population: 15 in PR 66, 3 finer. 

68 1878 PR 67 NGC. A gem example of this elusive date. Light in color 
with superb surfaces overall. The Census Report shows this as tied 
with one other piece as the finest certified. 

69 1879 PR 65 NGC. This looks like the triple punched proof variety. 
Breen-2512, and as such is rare. Moderate gray-golden toning graces 
both sides and there is just the slightest flyspecking in evidence. 

70 1880 PR 65 NGC. Steel-gray and blue surfaces with faint undertones 
of rose over the nicely mirrored fields. 

71 1880 PR 65 NGC. Mostly brilliant with a smudge of deep color on 
each side, the fields show illimitible depth of mirrored reflectivity. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY NICKELS 

72 1889 MS 67 NGC. A perfectly struck coin with scintillating luster. 
The surfaces are brilliant and this superb specimen appears as if has 
just been coined. This is the finest example thus far certified by 
either service. 

73 1899 MS 65 NGC. Fully struck with dusky gray patina. 

74 1912 MS 65 PCGS. Rich, antique-gold in color, with crimson under¬ 
tones. A trifle softly struck on the obverse, the reverse is much 
lighter. A remarkably toned gem. 

75 1912 MS 66 NGC. Exceptionally bright and lustrous for this often 
dull date. Well struck, some ice-blue and golden toning is seen on 
both sides. A superior specimen. Population: 2 in 66, none finer. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY NICKELS 

76 1883 No Cents PR 66 NGC. Only slightly toned, the depth of mir¬ 
rors in the fields sets up a strong cameo contrast against the frosted 
devices. 

77 1883 No Cents PR 67 NGC. A popular first year issue, the only date 
with E PLURIBUS UNUM at the base of the reverse. The underly¬ 
ing brilliance is enhanced with a beautiful overlay of ice-blue and 
golden-rose patina. Population: 5 in PR 67, none finer. 

78 1883 With Cents PR 65 NGC. Brilliant and quite a flashy proof spec¬ 
imen. 

79 1886 PR 66 PCGS. Light, original toning and. as far as we can tell, 
the only flaws seem to be several tiny carbon flecks. The fields show 
very little reflectivity and, in fact, resemble a business strike at first 
glance. 

80 1899 PR 65 NGC. Golden and lilac toning with a few small specks 
of carbon on the reverse. 

81 1902 PR 65 NGC. Pale golden patina. 

82 1905 PR 65 NGC. A brilliant, no-contrast proof that has a few light 
flyspecks of carbon that keep it from an even higher grade. 

83 1909 PR 65 NGC. Bright and reflective beneath the lovely multicol¬ 
ored toning seen on each side. 

84 1909 PR 67 NGC. Superb quality overall, both sides are exquisitely 
toned in shades of olive and rose on the obverse and the reverse is 
covered with bright lavender and golden-rose. 

85 1909 PR 67 NGC. Beautifully toned in concentric shades of yellow- 
gold, sky-blue, and pale rose. When searching for that one special 
proof Liberty nickel, their consistent eye appeal makes the 1909 the 
most popular choice to represent the type. 


86 1914-D MS 65 PCGS. Both sides exhibit satiny luster and are tinted 
a delicate gray-blue with antique-gold in the recessed areas. A chal¬ 
lenging early'Buffalo at all grade levels and a particularly choice 
example. Trends S 1,250. 

87 1916-S MS 65 PCGS. An exceptionally attractive example of this 
scarce early mintmarked issue. Both sides display icy-blue centers 
with electric shadings of various colors at the margins. Not quite 
fully struck but the luster and toning atone for this slight technical 
imperfection. 

88 1917-D MS 65 PCGS. The problem of die erosion, which was seen 
on nickels from all three mints in this year, is apparent to a minor 
degree on this piece. Otherwise, beautifully toned in multiple irides¬ 
cent shadings and showing no important abrasions. Population: 37 in 
65, only 5 finer. 

89 1 921 MS 66 PCGS. Intricately detailed on both sides, the surfaces 
are toned a warm golden-brown with iridescent accents at the mar¬ 
gins. 

90 1923 MS 66 NGC. Extraordinary multicolored iridescent toning 
covers both sides of this lovely common date nickel. 

91 1923-S MS 62 NGC. A bit softly struck but beautifully toned and 
lustrous. 

92 1927-S MS 64 PCGS. Under medium ice-blue and gold toning that 
covers both sides, this nickel is so lustrous it appears semi-prooflike. 
The electric quality of the iridescence only enhances the eye appeal. 
This date is scarce in near-gem condition, and even scarcer with this 
much pizzazz. 

93 1929-S MS 66 NGC. Well stuck with blazing luster beneath thick 
layerings of golden and lilac toning. 

94 1930 Nickel—Doubled Die Reverse—MS 65 ANACS. FS-017.5. 
Very slight doubling on some of the letters. Lustrous and light in 
color. 

95 1930 MS 66 PCGS. Fully struck with a hard metallic sheen and 
showing just a bit of light golden color. 

96 1931-S MS 65 PCGS. Well struck on the obverse, the reverse is a lit¬ 
tle softly defined in the center. Mostly untoned with satiny surfaces. 

97 1936 MS 67 PCGS. At first glance, this looks like a Type One Satin 
Proof of this year. Turquoise-blue, antique-gold, and crimson irides¬ 
cence. A magnificent specimen. Population: 15 in 67, none finer. 

98 1936-S MS 67 PCGS, The obverse is bright in the center with rain¬ 
bow colorations at the border while the reverse is framed in attrac¬ 
tive orange-gold hues. An outstanding business strike Buffalo nickel 
for the toning enthusiast. Population: 9 in 67, none higher. 

99 1938-D MS 67 NGC. Golden-lilac coloration with superb luster. An 
impeccable type coin. 

100 1938-D/S MS 66 PCGS. Lovely golden-lilac patination. 

CERTIFIED PROOF BUFFALO NICKELS 

101 1913 Type One PR 66 NGC. A gem example with an enchanting 
blend of gray, rose, and jade-green patina covering each side of this 
immaculate, fully detailed proof. 

102 1936 Type Two PR 67 PCGS. Brilliant Finish. Unlike the Satin 
Finish proofs of this year, this piece has surfaces that are uniformly 
reflective and deeply mirrored. This example has a fully brilliant 
appearance on both sides. Population: 39 in PR 67, only 1 finer. 

103 1936 Type Two PR 67 NGC. A near-flawless example of this pop¬ 
ular proof type coin, the surfaces display muted pastel overtones. 

104 1937 PR 66 PCGS. Monochromatic golden patina covers both sides 
of this immaculate gem proof.

105 1832 MS 63 NGC. V-6, R.4. A sharply struck example of this scarcer 
variety. Mottled toning is seen over both sides. 

106 1837 MS 63 NGC. Large 5 C. V-l, R.l. Well struck with deep, mot¬ 
tled toning. 

107 1837 MS 65 NGC. Large 5 C. V-1, R. 1. Moderately toned with orig¬ 
inal blue and gold color over fully lustrous, semi-reflective surfaces. 
The reverse is rotated about 45 degrees to the left. An attractive 
example. 

CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DIMES 


108 1837 No Stars MS 64 NGC. Tall Peak to 1. Sharply struck with deep 
rose and steel-blue toning covering both sides. 

109 1837 No Stars MS 66 NGC. Tall Peak to 1. First year of the new 
Liberty Seated design, the 1837-38 type comes closer than any other 
to Gobrecht’s original concept for seated coinage. This is a superb 
coin with clean fields, uncluttered by the stars of later years or the 
legend device of the 1860-73 design. Fully struck in all areas with 
frosted mint luster that is unaffected by the passage of 159 years, just 
showing the faintest bit of soft gray patina. One of only 29 pieces to 
have been so graded by NGC with 2 finer. 

110 1837 No Stars MS 66 NGC. Tall Peak to 1. Similarly toned to the 
MS 64 above, but this piece is head and shoulders finer with bright 
mint luster underlying the original patination. Fully and intricately 
detailed, there are no apparent surface flaws on either side of this 
remarkable coin. 


111 1841-0 MS 64 NGC. A Low R.6 in all grades of mint state, at the 

MS 64 level this piece is tied with four other coins as second finest 
certified. The surfaces have a slightly granular texture, suggestive of 
die rust. Well struck for an O-mint, both sides are bathed in mottled 
blue, violet, and rose colored toning. Population: 2 in 64, only 2 
finer. 


112 1845 MS 63 NGC. Fully struck and brilliant with excellent luster 
characteristics and minimal marks. 

113 1853 Arrows MS 65 NGC. Sharply struck with smooth, satiny lus¬ 
ter and interesting speckled red and blue toning. Light die clashing 
is apparent on the reverse. Scarce in gem condition. 

114 1857 MS 64 NGC. Brilliant and highly lustrous, but weakly defined 
around the perimeter of the obverse, as often seen on this type. 

115 1858 MS 66 NGC. A beautiful pre-Civil War type coin with a good 
strike and bright electric-blue toning. A handsome example and 
quite scarce in this superior state of preservation. 

116 1859 MS 66 NGC. An important date in the half dime series, now 
recognized as a one-year type coin with hollow centers to the stars. 
This is a well struck coin that displays shimmering mint luster 
beneath incredibly vibrant blue, violet, and red toning. While not 
nearly as common as the 1858 in mint state, the 1859 is, neverthe¬ 
less, usually available fora price. It is rated as R.2 in mint condition, 
but of course, is significantly rarer in MS 66. Population: 7 in 66, 
only 11 finer. 

117 1860 MS 66 NGC. First year of issue for the Legend Obverse 
design, this piece is fully struck and toned gray over both sides with 
faint iridescent undertones. A splendid piece in technical terms, but 
perhaps a bit dark for some tastes. 

118 1864 MS 64 NGC. A very scarce Civil War issue, one of only 48,000 
business strikes issued, the majority of which were either melted or 
shipped overseas during the War. this is an unquestioned business 
strike that shows die clashing in the fields, softness of strike on the 
upper left portion of the wreath, and even, light golden color over 
both sides. Population: 7 in 64, only 9 finer. 


CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED HALF DIMES 


1857 PR 65 NGC. V-3. Closed 5, die dent on inner point of third 
star, pendant over right tip of 5, and shield point minutely left of 
upright of 1. Breen describes the known proofs as very rare, tracing 
only eight examples in his 1977 "Encyclopedia.” This is a lightly 
toned piece with glassy-mirrored fields and little toning on either 
side. Population: 4 in PR 65, 2 finer. 

1869 PR 64 PCGS. A glittering, borderline-gem specimen, with 
deeply mirrored surfaces and a noticeable cameo effect on the 
obverse. A choice survivor from a mintage of 600 proofs. 

CERTIFIED EARLY DIMES 


1796 AU 58 NGC. JR-4, R.4. A scarce variety, especially so in high 
grades. According to the authors of EUSD. "about 10% of all 1796 
dimes” are represented by this variety. This piece is sharply struck 
with especially strong detail on the obverse. Bright mint luster 
underlies the rich tonal qualities that cover the spectrum from cobalt- 
blue to pale golden with sea-green in between. A few small handling 
marks are seen on each side and there is just the slightest trace of 
friction on the highpoints and in the fields. 

1805 4 Berries—Cleaned—ANACS. JR-2, R.2. Appearing to be 
Fine 15, a common variety and a popular type coin. This piece is 
well defined throughout with light to medium gray patina intermin¬ 
gled over both sides. Harshly cleaned at one time. 

CERTIFIED BUST DIMES 


1822 VG 10 NGC. JR-1, R.3, the only variety. Deep, multicolored 
toning covers both sides of this well worn coin. Sure to be of inter¬ 
est to the many collectors of Bust dimes. 

1822 VF 20 NGC. JR-1. R.3. the only variety of the year. The key 
issue to the series, the 1822 is a coin that is missing from many 
advanced collections and is on many want lists. Tl#s is a very pleas¬ 
ing piece for the grade with even wear over the highpoints. The gray 
patina of the coin also has a strong underlying element of golden, 
blue, and rose that gives the piece even more charm. There are no 
distracting or mentionable abrasions on either side of this rare and 
important dime. 

1824/2 MS 64 NGC. JR-1, R.3. A scarce date early dime that is sel¬ 
dom available in this lofty condition. This piece is weakly defined in 
the centers but shows strong peripheral details. On each side there is 
a circle of rich gunmetal-blue patina at the margins. There are no 
obvious marks and the coin has an attractive appearance overall. 
Surely one of the finest 1824/2 dimes extant. Population: 4 in 64, 
none finer. 

1827 MS 64 NGC. JR-11, R.2. Deeply toned in taupe-gray shadings 
and weakly struck on the highpoints of the design, but showing nice 
luster throughout and no real surface blemishes. This is probably the 
finest known example of the JR-11 variety. 

1830 AU 53 NGC, weakly struck on the obverse with attractive 
color; 1831 AU 53 NGC, sharply defined, semi-prooflike, and toned 
around the devices; and an 1833 AU 55 NGC, deep, mottled toning. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

1835 MS 64 PCGS. JR-5, R.l. One of the more obtainable varieties 
of the year and actually one of the easier ones to locate in mint state. 
At the MS 64 level, however, this appears to be the second finest 
known for the variety (the finest is most likely the next lot). The 
Lovejoy specimen was graded Brilliant Uncirculated and at the time 
of the sale of his dimes (1990) it was formerly considered the finest 
known. While not completely struck up, the surfaces are deeply mot¬ 
tled with charcoal-gray marginal color. 

1835 MS 65 NGC. JR-5. R.l. A full gem example with brilliant sur¬ 
faces. A splendid coin with excellent mint luster and superb overall 
appearance. As stated above, to the best of our knowledge this is the 
finest example of the JR-5 variety. 

1836 MS 62 NGC. JR-3, R.3. Medium gray patina with mottled 
charcoal-gray accents scattered about. A few shallow slide marks 
across the cheek of Liberty prevent a higher grade.

1837 MS 65 NGC. JR-4, R.l. Fully struck and brilliant with superi¬ 
or luster characteristics. Most likely the finest known (or close to it) 
for the variety. 

1837 Capped Bust MS 66 NGC. Moderately toned and fully struck 
with smooth, satiny luster that is uninterrupted by any noticeable, 
and certainly no objectionable, abrasions. Just a lovely type coin for 
the collector who desires a gem piece with light, mottled toning. A 
die crack traverses the reverse vertically from the rim through the E 
of AMERICA to the 0 of 10 C. A rare opportunity. Population: 2 in 
66, none finer. 

CERTIFIED SEATED DIMES 


1838 Large Stars MS 67 NGC. The most common issue of the 
short-lived No Drapery design in uncirculated grades and, as such, a 
highly collectible issue. Of course, in this ultimate condition the 
1838 is of the greatest importance to collectors of high grade type. 
The surfaces appear flawless beneath the overlay of several deep 
shadings of green, gray, and cobalt-blue. Fully struck as well. 
Population: 4 in 67, none are finer. 

1838 Small Stars XF 40 ANACS. The Small Stars variety was creat¬ 
ed by a Mint employee who mistakenly used the stars punch for half 
dimes instead of dimes. Discovered by Howard Newcomb before 
1914. Gray-golden toning. 

1838 Large Stars MS 66 PCGS. Partial Drapery. Breen-3221. A 
scarce die variety and a conditionally rare example of the first year 
of the Stars Obverse Seated dime. Bright and untoned, the devices 
are razor sharp and the fields are essentially clear of any distractions. 
This is one of only two examples thus far certified by PCGS. 

1840 No Drapery MS 66 NGC. A supremely lustrous example of 
this scarce and always-popular type. The surfaces are nearly devoid 
of post-striking impairments and both sides are covered with a blan¬ 
ket of rich gray and light blue patina that does not obscure the under¬ 
lying sheen of mint frost. Population: 7 in 66, only 1 finer. 

1841 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck and satiny, the surfaces are partially 
draped in moderate rose and light gray patina. A sharp looking 
example of this scarcer, early Stars dime. 

1841-0 AU 53 NGC. Small O. A scarce and seldom seen date in 
higher grades. Brick-red, gold, and green toning throughout, there 
are no mentionable marks or abrasions. 

1843 MS 63 NGC. Struck from somewhat worn dies, the lustrous 
surfaces are light in the center with deeper golden-brown peripheral 
color. 

1851 AU 55 NGC, lightly toned in the centers with deeper peripher¬ 
al accents; 1852 AU 58 NGC, mildly variegated patina: 1852-0 AU 
50 PCGS, light golden color and a bit softly struck; 1857 MS 60 
NGC, deeply colored on the obverse but less so on the reverse with 
a more subdued appearance on that side; and an 1861 MS 61 NGC, 
almost brilliant. (Total: 5 coins) 

1853 No Arrows MS 65 NGC. Fully struck, the subdued satin-like 
surfaces are covered with slate-gray patina with rich undertones of 
rose and blue. An important coin in gem condition. Population: 14 in 
65, 9 finer. 

1853 Arrows AU 55 ANACS. Moderately circulated, rich golden 
toning shows in the fields and toward the margins of each side. 

1858 MS 64 NGC. Sharply struck, the obverse is moderately toned 
while the reverse is several shades deeper in hue. 

1864 MS 66 NGC. Struck from clashed dies, with evidence of the 
contact visible on both sides. Loads of original luster still remain 
under an overlay of dove-gray toning. A partial arc of peripheral col¬ 
oration is seen on the obverse. An important rarity in this popular 
series. Population: 3 in 66, none finer. 

1864-S AU 55 NGC. Weakly struck on the highpoints but showing 
good remaining luster beneath the golden toning. 


146 1869-S MS 65 NGC. A solid gem example of this scarce issue. Both 
sides are fully struck and display light golden-brown toning with a 
splash of darker patina on the lower right portion of the obverse. 

147 1870 MS 65 NGC. Fully struck, this is an upper-end gem that is vir¬ 
tually unaffected by abrasions and has smooth, satin-like luster with 
an even overlay of golden-lilac patina on each side. Population: 4 in 
65, only 3 finer. 

148 1871 MS 65 NGC. Satiny with very boldly defined, frosty features 
and virtually no toning visible on either side. Population: 4 in 65, 2 
finer. 

149 1874 Arrows MS 63 NGC. Variegated brown toning with a few 
specks of blue. Marred by a scratch in the right obverse field. 

150 1875-CC MS 61 NGC, deeply toned; 1878 MS 63 NGC, moderate 
patina and not fully struck; 1884 MS 64 NGC, lilac-golden color; 
1885 MS 63 NGC, light golden patination; and an 1887 MS 63 
NGC, light in color with bright surfaces overall and a bit weakly 
defined. (Total: 5 coins) 

151 1875-CC MS 66 NGC. A fully struck gem with full mint bloom. 
The surfaces are mostly brilliant (due in large part to the irrepress¬ 
ible mint frost) but there is just the lightest trace of pale golden pati¬ 
na also seen on each side. A terrific looking type coin. Population: 3 
in 66, only 1 finer. 

152 1875-S MS 63 PCGS. Mintmark Above Bow. Lustrous and lightly 
toned but softly struck. 

153 1878 MS 64 NGC. A scarcer date for the series with a limited num¬ 
ber of survivors in mint state. This piece exhibits clean surfaces with 
russet, magenta, and aquamarine peripheral toning to produce an 
attractive framing effect to the devices. Superior for the grade. 

154 1881 MS 63 NGC. Deeply toned. 

155 1884 MS 64 PCGS. Prooflike Obverse. Light steel-gray obverse 
patina while the satiny reverse is essentially brilliant. 

156 1884-S MS 62 NGC. A deeply toned example of this scarcer, low 
mintage dime. 

157 1886 MS 65 NGC. Although a bit weakly defined, this slight defect 
is scarcely noticed. The viewer’s attention is riveted by the spectac¬ 
ular multi-hued toning on each side that is forcefully brought for¬ 
ward by the intense underlying mint brilliance. A special coin for the 
toning enthusiast. 

158 1887 MS 64 PCGS. Sharply struck with untoned surfaces. 

159 1889-S MS 64 NGC. Well struck with glowing mint brilliance over 
most of each side but occasionally accented by splashes of golden 
and blue patina. 

160 1891 MS 64 PCGS. A trifle soft, as is normal, on Liberty’s head, but 
otherwise quite sharp and very well preserved. An untoned, satiny 
example. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED DIMES 


161 1865 PR 63 PCGS. Deep, mottled toning. 

162 1870 PR 66 NGC. Both sides are framed in electric-blue toning at 
the borders, more heavily so on the obverse. A well preserved spec¬ 
imen, one of an even 1,000 proofs issued. Population: 4 in PR 66, 
none finer. 

163 1873 PR 61 NGC. Peripherally toned and actually appearing finer 
than the stated grade. 

164 1874 Arrows PR 63 PCGS. Sea-green centers are surrounded at the 
margins by deep, almost scarlet red coloration. Nicely reflective 
beneath the layers of patina. 
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165 1874 Arrows PR 64 NGC. The light hazy patina that covers each 
side does not subdue the deeply reflective mirrors in the fields. A 
scarce and very popular type coin that is especially difficult to locate 
as a proof. Population: 40 in 64, 13 finer. 

166 1881 PR 64 NGC. Deeply toned. 

167 1884 PR 67 NGC. A spectacular Seated dime that displays attractive 
iridescent toning over both sides. A must-see coin of unimprovable 
quality. 

CERTIFIED BARBER DIMES 


168 1892 MS 63 PCGS. The obverse is toned a medium-dark iridescent 
amber and blue. The reverse has a deep rose center with blue toning 
at the periphery. Popular first-year-of-type. 

169 1895-0 XF 40 NGC. Next to the prohibitively rare 1894-S. the ‘95- 
O dime is the undisputed key to the Barber dime series. This speci¬ 
men. one of just a few lightly circulated examples to appear on the 
market in recent memory, is medium gray from its short stint in cir¬ 
culation. Some deeper charcoal accents hide in the protected areas. 
Trends $1,650. 


170 1899-S MS 67 PCGS. One of this scarcer issues in the Barber dime 
series in the better grades of mint state, at the MS 67 level this piece 
stands as the finest graded by PCGS (NGC has certified two as 
such). The surfaces appear flawless and both sides exhibit variegat¬ 
ed multicolored patina of near-indescribable beauty. An outstanding 
coin and worthy of the finest set. 

171 1900 MS 64 PCGS. At first glance, one might mistake this for a 
proof with its deeply reflective obverse. Sharply struck and virtually 
untoned, a popular tum-of-the-century issue. 

172 1902-S MS 65 NGC. A deeply toned, well struck example of this 
scarcer year. In fact, the depth of the toning obscures some of the 
luster, and aside from a couple of tiny obverse contact marks, this is 
the only limiting grade factor. Population: 6 in 65,4 finer. 

173 1903-0 AU 50 ANACS. Mostly brilliant with occasional splotchy 
russet patina at the margins. 

174 1903-S MS 63 NGC. A scarce, low mintage issue with only 613,300 
pieces struck. Always in demand by collectors in all circulated and 
mint state grades, this piece is fully struck and covered in deep pati- 
nation. Population: 2 in 63, 14 finer. 

175 1904 MS 65 PCGS. A light overlay of rose-gold toning covers most 
of the obverse of this near-gem example, with some blue iridescence 
noted near the rims. The reverse is brighter and shows just a touch of 
golden peripheral color. Both sides are well struck, with no obvious 
marks or distractions. A high mintage issue that is surprisingly diffi¬ 
cult as a gem. Population: 6 in 65, none finer. 

176 1905-0 MS 66 PCGS. A gem example of this scarce O-mint issue 
Nicely toned around the perimeters with russet and sea-green patina. 

177 1906-D MS 66 NGC. An untoned, brilliant gem that has bright, 
frosted mint luster. 1906 marks the first year of Denver mint pro¬ 
duction, an added bonus on this remarkably preserved specimen. 

178 1906-D MS 66 PCGS. Sharply struck and lustrous with speckled 
gray, rose, and golden patina. Lustrous with near-perfect surfaces. 

179 1907-D MS 66 NGC. A choice example with pretty iridescent ton¬ 
ing. 

180 1909-D MS 63 PCGS. The surfaces are slightly dull and exhibit an 
untoned appearance. There are a few small contact marks, mostly on 
the obverse. 

181 1914 MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck and mostly untoned with a few fine 
speckles of color on each side. 

182 I914-S MS 63 NGC. Brilliant except for a faint ring of golden 
peripheral color around the obverse. A small carbon spot is noted 
above the O in ONE. 


183 1916 MS 66 NGC. Fully struck with moderate multicolored toning 
spread across both sides and showing strong mint luster. Population: 
14 in 66, 3 finer. 

184 1916 MS 66 NGC. Superb quality overall, the surfaces are obvious¬ 
ly original and show much original brilliance with an occasional 
splash of darker color interspersed here and there.

185 1893 PR 65 NGC. Mostly brilliant, there is some opaque gray ton¬ 
ing and a couple of tiny contact marks. 

186 1901 PR 64 PCGS. Deeply reflective proof fields with much bril¬ 
liance remaining beneath a light overlay of smoky-golden patina. 

187 1901 PR 66 NGC. Incredibly deep, cobalt-blue toning covers both 
sides with underlying violet and rust colored accents as well. An 
enchanting coin for the color enthusiast that is well mirrored and has 
plenty of flash. 

188 1907 PR 65 NGC. Mostly brilliant with cameo contrast on the 
devices and deeply mirrored fields. A very attractive coin with a hint 
of milky toning. 

189 1914 PR 67 NGC. Technically perfect, this piece, however, does not 
derive its lofty grade from technical merit. Rather, it is the unques¬ 
tionably original deep, speckled toning on the obverse that adds a 
unique dimension of visual appeal to that side. The reverse is more 
subdued, but no less appealing. An exceptional proof type coin. 
Population: 2 in 67, only 2 finer. 

CERTIFIED MERCURY DIMES 


190 1917-D MS 66 Full Bands NGC. A very rare early Mercury-, the 
‘17-D is scarce in grades above VF. It is very elusive in gem condi¬ 
tion and with full bands. Often this issue shows peripheral weakness, 
but that is not the case on this coin. A moderately toned example, the 
surfaces show thick mint luster beneath the layerings of rich patina 
that cover each side. An exceptional ‘17-D for the advanced collec¬ 
tor. Population: 1 in 66, 1 finer. 

191 1917-S MS 64 Full Bands PCGS. An attractive early Mercury, with 
radiant luster glowing beneath light golden toning, with a touch of 
iridescent blue and russet on the periphery. With full bands, this 
dime is sure to please Mercury specialists. 

192 1918-S MS 64 PCGS. Both sides are satiny and fully brilliant. 
Noticeable weakness in the centers. 


193 1919 MS 65 PCGS. Very sharply struck throughout but lacking just 
a bit of detail in the center of the bands to qualify as a Full Bands 
coin. Medium gray toning over both sides with some underlying rose 
colorations. 

194 1920-D MS 65 PCGS. A lustrous early Mercury, with light gold and 
blue toning on each side. The date is especially crisp, as is the mint- 
mark. A prime candidate for the collector looking for original, early 
Mercs. One of only 15 so graded, with none higher. 

195 1921 MS 62 Full Bands PCGS. A brilliant and lustrous example, 
with a sharp date and strong separation of the bands. Both dies show 
evidence of clashing, but these are the only marks that can be seen 
in the fields. An early Mercury that ‘shows’ much better than its 
grade might indicate. 

196 1923-S MS 66 NGC. The bright mint frost is untoned on the obverse 
with just a hint of light color on the reverse. 

197 1923-S MS 64 Full Bands PCGS. Mottled gray and golden patina 
with strong underlying mint luster. 

198 1924-D MS 65 Full Bands NGC. A touch of light lilac color. A very 
difficult issue to obtain in this state of preservation.

199 1926-D MS 65 Full Bands PCGS. A popular issue because of its 
low mintage of only 6.82 million pieces. The ‘26-D is also moder¬ 
ately scarce, but not as elusive as other mintmarked dates from the 
mid-1920s, and certainly not as difficult as its nickel counterpart. 
This is a spectacularly toned example that has rich golden-lavender 
patina interspersed over each side. Well struck throughout, but not 
quite fully brought up around the peripheral lettering on the reverse, 
as usual. Population: 28 in 65, only 3 finer. 

200 1929-S MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. Medium multicolored toning cov¬ 
ers each side with bright underlying mint luster. 

201 1934-D MS 66 Full Bands NGC. A boldly struck example display¬ 
ing a completely white, untoned appearance. 

202 1938 MS 67 Full Bands NGC. An outstanding type coin that is near¬ 
ly brilliant. 

203 1944 MS 67 Full Bands NGC. Brilliant-white with deep luster. Quite 
a difficult date in this lofty grade; NGC having certified only 20 
pieces and PCGS only 1. Compare to the ‘44-D, which has an NGC 
population of 575 in MS 67 FB. Unquestionably, one of the finest 
known. 

204 1945-D MS 67 Full Bands NGC. Bright, frosty luster and absolute¬ 
ly full definition of the cross band details. A hint of peripheral color 
is also noted on both sides.

205 1938 PR 67 PCGS. The hazy streaks of oyster-gray patina cannot 

subdue the outstanding depth of mirrored reflectivity in the fields of 
this upper-end proof Mercury. 

CERTIFIED PROOF ROOSEVELT DIME 


206 1983 No-S PR 69 Ultra Cameo NGC. Light golden toning. A rarely 

offered opportunity to acquire this error that was created when the 
mintmark was not added to the obverse die prior to being shipped to 
San Francisco. 

CERTIFIED TWENTY-CENT PIECES 


207 1875 XF 40 PCGS. An essentially untoned example of this curious 
and short-lived odd denomination. Some light wear shows over both 
sides with no mentionable marks or abrasions. Much scarcer than the 
San Francisco issue produced this same year. 

208 1875-CC MS 62 ANACS. Muted gray patina covers both sides with 
golden trimmed rims. Weakly defined on the reverse. 

209 1875-S MS 65 NGC. Sharply defined, this is a choice piece with 
light golden toning on each side, a bit deeper toward the peripheries 
and somewhat speckled as well. Excellent satin-like luster. 

210 1876 AU 50 ANACS. Fully struck, the fields are highly reflective 
even after ten points of circulation, giving the piece the appearance 
of a circulated proof. 

211 1876 MS 63 PCGS. A choice golden-hued specimen and a popular 
date due to its modest business strike mintage of 14,640 pieces. 
Trends SI, 175. 

CERTIFIED BUST QUARTERS 

212 1834 VF 20 ANACS. B-4. R.l. Darkly toned. 

213 1838 AU 50 ANACS. B-l, R.l. A near-brilliant example of this pop¬ 
ular final year of issue. 


CERTIFIED SEATED QUARTERS 

214 1838 No Drapery AU 50 ANACS. A high grade example of this 
desirable type quarter, showing only honest wear with a minimum of 
surface marks. The obverse is mostly brilliant in the fields, with iri¬ 
descent blue toning at the rims and surrounding Liberty. There is one 
minute toned mark on Liberty’s face. The reverse is colored a light 
golden hue, with iridescent blue at the rims. A few old marks can be 
seen under the toning above the eagle’s head. A lovely circulated 
example of this sought-after coin. 

215 1841-0 MS 61 PCGS. One of the more available, early O-mint 
Seated quarters due, in part, to the discovery of a small hoard (at 
least 40 specimens) during excavation for the foundation of the 
Meridien Hotel in New Orleans’ French Quarter in 1982. The fields 
lend a semi-reflective quality although there are several injuries and 
abrasions. Some charcoal toning is seen throughout on this softly 
defined example. 

216 1845 MS 61 NGC. A desirable date, and rarely encountered in mint 
state condition. This 1845 displays steel gray toning, evenly matched 
on both sides. The obverse enjoys iridescent orange and blue hues at 
the rim, while the reverse rim shows sea-green coloring. The strike 
seems above average for these early Seated quarters, and the contact 
marks are well hidden by the original toning. Specialists love these 
early pieces. 

217 1847 MS 65 PCGS. In a decade where silver issues were often 
hoarded and later extensively melted, relatively few mint state sur¬ 
vivors exist and gems are of the utmost rarity. This well struck exam¬ 
ple is evenly toned a deep greenish-gray color throughout. 
Population: 2 in 65, none higher. 

218 1853 Arrows and Rays AU 58 ANACS. It is hard to think of a type 
coin more popular than the Arrows and Rays, and this lovely exam¬ 
ple shows just enough traces of wear to make it affordable. Toned a 
light steel-gray, some of the rays show a hint of darker toning 
between them. Attractive A&R quarters are always in demand, and 
this one will prove no exception. 

219 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 61 ANACS. Fully struck, each side has a 
light overlay of golden-rose patina, and the luster is adequate for the 
grade. 

220 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 64 NGC. A choice example of this most 
popular and well known one year type coin. A weight reduction in 
all subsidiary coinage was called for late in 1853, hence the addition 
of the arrows at the date (also the rays on the reverse) to so designate 
this change. The rays were dropped in 1854, but the arrows remained 
through 1855. This specimen is satiny with some gray-rose color on 
the obverse, the reverse is lightly toned. 

221 1858 MS 64 NGC. Strong mint luster underlies the golden-rose and 
gray patina that covers both sides. Well struck on the obverse, the 
reverse displays some striking weakness on the feathers of the eagle. 

222 1859 MS 62 PCGS. A well defined example exhibiting slightly 
muted luster overall with some bright golden color on the obverse. A 
few minor field marks limit the grade. 

223 1862 MS 67 NGC. Despite 1862 being a Civil War date, there are 
actually quite a few more uncirculated examples known of this date 
than other, later issues that were more susceptible to hoarding and 
export by New York bullion dealers. This is a coin of unquestioned 
originality. The surfaces are highly lustrous and this frosted sheen 
glows beneath the multiple layerings of gray, blue, and sea-green 
toning. Sharply struck, there are no obvious surface distractions on 
either side of this impressive No Motto quarter. Population: 2 in 67, 
none are finer. 

224 1867 XF 45 ANACS. An attractive circulated example, with the 
obverse toned light gold in the centers and darker iridescent blue at 
the rims, while the reverse is more solidly colored iridescent sea- 
green and purple at the rims. This is a date that is not encountered all 
that often. This coin shows few distracting surface marks despite its 
obvious time in circulation. 
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225 1868 MS 64 PCGS. One of just 29,400 pieces minted and, like all of 
the early Motto quarters, a rare issue in mint state. This piece is com¬ 
pletely brilliant with exceptional, bright mint frost and a semi- 
prooflike finish in the fields. Fully struck, the only mark of note is a 
small one above the crook in the eagle’s left wing. One of the finest 
examples known of this scarce issue. Population: 4 in 64, only 3 
finer. 

226 1870 MS 61 PCGS. Lightly toned on both sides, the luster is too sub¬ 
dued for a finer grade, but this is still an attractive example with min¬ 
imal contact marks and a bold strike. 

227 1873 Arrows MS 63 NGC. This coin will excite type collectors 
searching for quality toned specimens. The Arrows quarters of 1873 
are always in demand, and especially so this nice. The obverse is col¬ 
ored medium gray, and is overlaid with electric, iridescent sea-green 
that shimmers in the light. The reverse is a well-matched gray color, 
but the overlaid iridescent colors include orange and russet in addi¬ 
tion to the sea-green. This is one of only 15 so graded, with only 18 
higher. This coin is a pleasure to examine, and represents a real 
opportunity for the specialist. 

228 1886 MS 64 PCGS. This coin boasts the second lowest mintage of 
all With Motto Seated quarters with only 5,000 business strikes pro¬ 
duced, second only to the exceedingly rare 1870-CC. This is a bold¬ 
ly struck, pristine example that is moderately toned in rich golden 
shades. Population: 18 in 64, 9 finer. 

229 1888 MS 66 NGC. A popular date, struck from a mintage of 10,001 
pieces, few of which survive today in such a superior state of preser¬ 
vation. Both sides of this sharply struck coin are toned in patches of 
deep blue and rose with an overall gray appearance. Well struck with 
mint luster that is undiminished by the passage of 108 years and is 
not obscured by the presence of rather heavy toning. Population: 11 
in 66, only 2 finer. 

230 1888-S MS 65 NGC. A scarcer branch mint issue in the Seated quar¬ 
ter series. Conditionally rare in finer grades, this example is sharply 
defined throughout and the surfaces appear unquestionably original. 
The gray-golden patina that covers both sides gives way to a light 
accent of blue at the margins. Excellent mint luster and really quite 
an attractive piece. Population: 9 in 65, 2 finer. 

231 1890 MS 62 PCGS. A scarce business strike example of this briefly 
minted date, evenly toned over both sides in deep gray shades. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED QUARTERS 

232 1865 PR 64 NGC. Darker mottled shades of gray and blue toning 
accent this proof issue. Only 500 pieces were struck of this always- 
popular Civil War issue. 

233 1866 PR 64 PCGS. The first year of the With Motto series and a coin 
that well represents the type. Nice original color covering the blue- 
green and golden color spectrum. 

234 1874 Arrows PR 63 NGC. Struck in only two years to indicate a 
slight weight change when the mint converted to the metric system. 
Arrows coinage has remained one of the most popular of all 19th 
century types. Proofs are especially coveted and scarce in high 
grades. This is an attractive piece with electric-blue toning over both 
sides and crimson-rose centers. Deeply reflective mirrors show a few 
stray hairlines here and there. 

235 1881 PR 65 NGC. One of the low mintage dates in the 1880s with 
only 975 pieces produced. Dark golden-brown toning is present on 
the obverse, with the reverse showing shades of purple and electric- 
blue at the periphery. The proof surfaces are readily apparent under¬ 
neath the toning. 

236 1891 PR 65 NGC. The bright, glassy mirrored fields flash forceful¬ 
ly through the rather heavy rose-violet and cobalt-blue toning seen 
on each side. 

CERTIFIED BARBER QUARTERS 

237 1892 AU 55 ANACS; and a 1900 AU 50 ANACS. Both are toned. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

238 1892 MS 62 ANACS. Moderately toned. 


239 1892 MS 67 NGC. The heavily frosted surfaces exhibit dove-gray 
and rose toning on the highpoints and a deeper emerald-green iri¬ 
descence in the majority of the recessed areas. Wholly original and 
an outstanding type coin. Population: 7 in 67, 1 finer. 

240 1892-S MS 65 NGC. Sharply struck and moderately toned with 
bright underlying satiny luster. Population: 5 in 65, none are finer. 

241 1894-S MS 64 NGC. One of the few S-mint Barber quarters that can 
occasionally be obtained in the better grades of mint state, this ’94- 
S has lovely mint luster beneath the multicolored gray-lilac and sea- 
green toning that covers both sides. Sharply defined and showing a 
die crack through most of the stars on the right on the obverse. 
Population: 18 in 64, 7 finer. 

242 1897—Environmental Damage—Ungraded—ANACS, an AU 55 
coin that shows dark spots of corrosion on the obverse; and a 1908— 
PVC Residue—ANACS, an AU 58 coin that is lightly toned. (Total: 
2 coins) 

243 1901-S—Repaired—Whizzed—ANACS. Actually grading VG 8, it 
appears, on close examination, someone removed a scratch on 
Liberty’s neck and cleaned the coin to remove the evidence of the 
tidy repair. An affordable example of this key date. 

244 1907-0 XF 40 ANACS, charcoal toning around the devices; and a 
1930-S AU 58 ANACS, untoned. (Total: 2 coins) 


245 1907-0 MS 63 NGC. The golden-lilac patina has strong underlying 
satin luster. Only held back from a higher grade by the presence of a 
few small marks on the face of Liberty. 

246 1908-D MS 67 NGC. Exceptional quality, this is a Barber quarter of 
unquestioned originality. The lustrous surfaces display finely varie¬ 
gated sea-green, blue, and golden-rose patination. If there are any 
blemishes on this piece, they are well concealed by the speckled, iri¬ 
descent toning. Population: 3 in 67, none are finer. 

247 1909-D AU 50 ANACS: and a 1913-D AU 58 ANACS. Both are 
toned around the devices. (Total: 2 coins) 

248 1909-D MS 64 PCGS. The fields of this original specimen are high¬ 
lighted in shades of blue-green. Borderline gem quality. 

249 1909-D MS 66 NGC. A deeply toned and original Barber quarter 
that is sure to trip the trigger of some toning enthusiast. Both sides 
show an overlay of gray color with deeper red-golden hues at the 
margins. Well struck in general with surprisingly clean surfaces. 
Population: 4 in 66, only 1 finer. 

250 1912 XF 45 ANACS, dull and somewhat softly struck; and a 1913- 
D XF 40 ANACS, originally toned with a couple of darker spots on 
the neck of Liberty. (Total: 2 coins) 

251 1912 MS 60 PCGS. Toned. 


252 1912-S MS 65 NGC. The bright mint luster is mostly untoned in the 
centers with an accent of light golden color around the margins. An 
attractive, upper-end coin. Population: 7 in 65, only 3 finer. 

253 1914 AU 58 ANACS, scattered bits of color; and a 1914-D AU 55 
ANACS, mellow multicolored toning. (Total: 2 coins) 

254 1915-D AU 50 ANACS. almost brilliant; and a 1915-D AU 55 
ANACS, deeply toned on the obverse, less so on the reverse. (Total: 
2 coins) 

255 1916-D MS 65 NGC. This lustrous, well struck specimen shows 
deep violet and blue toning over both sides. 

CERTIFIED PROOF BARBER QUARTERS 

256 1893 PR 64 NGC. Brilliant and well mirrored with a modest cameo 
contrast. 

257 1893 PR 65 NGC. Deeply mirrored with thick mint frost on the 
devices, resulting in a cameoed contrast. The surfaces are also heav¬ 
ily toned in attractive shades of violet and blue-green, but this does 
not impair the reflectiveness from showing through.

1899 PR 64 NGC. Moderate reflectivity under gray and olive-gold 
toning that lightens in the center of the obverse. One mark is noted 
on the obverse between stars 7 and 8. 

1905 PR 66 PCGS. A stunning, all-white proof of impeccable qual¬ 
ity. The mirrors in the fields are of such depth that even the slight 
mint frost seen on the devices is sufficient to give a modest cameo 
appearance. 

1911 PR 64 PCGS. A choice example displaying rich golden color 
on each side. The surfaces are nicely mirrored and there are only a 
few scattered hairlines visible on the obverse. 

1915 PR 65 NGC. A visually surprising coin, the obverse is deeply 
toned and brightly mirrored, flip it.over and the reverse is brilliant 
except for the faintest blush of golden peripheral color. An exciting 
proof type coin.

1917-D Type Two MS 65 Full Head PCGS. Lightly toned. 

1917-S Type Two MS 63 Full Head NGC. Light peripheral toning. 

1919-S XF 45 PCGS. A deeply toned example of this scarce issue. 

1923 MS 66 PCGS. Well struck with nearly full head and shield 
detail. Bright, satiny luster with no toning on either side. 

1923- S MS 66 Full Head NGC. A lustrous gem of the highest qual¬ 
ity, with a super strike and full head details. There are some speck¬ 
les of light golden toning, but otherwise the coin is in full brilliance. 
This coin is a prime candidate for inclusion in a premium date set. 
One of only 11 pieces in this illustrious grade, with none finer. 

1924- D MS 66 Full Head PCGS. Brilliant, well struck, and produced 
from the early state of the dies without the fadeaway at the tops of 
the digits in the date. 

1924-S MS 65 NGC. Mostly brilliant with excellent luster, the head 
detail is nearly complete, only lack the hole in the ear. 

1924-S MS 66 PCGS. A lovely, lustrous gem example of this elu¬ 
sive Standing Liberty S-mint issue. This coin is nearly in full bril¬ 
liance, with just a trace of light toning specks. The fields are nearly 
mark-free, and luster exudes from every part of the coin. Only a lit¬ 
tle more definition on the head stands between this and perfection. 
One of only 8 in this grade, with but one finer. 

1924-S MS 66 NGC. Supremely lustrous and well preserved, but 
exhibiting the normal flatness on Liberty’s head and at the top of the 
date. Hints of golden color peripherally. Population: 13 in 66, 2 
higher. 

1929-D MS 61 Full Head NGC. We recommend a look at this quar¬ 
ter, because it “shows” a lot better than one might expect from an 
MS 61. First, this piece has as much luster as many gems that we 
have seen. Second, the detail on Liberty is sharp with the Full Head 
designation earned. Third, the date, mintmark, and lettering are all 
well struck. There are some contact marks, to be sure, but the worst 
of these is a minor scrape beneath UNITED. Look and be the judge. 

1929-S MS 66 Full Head NGC. A lovely gem type coin and one that 
is problem-free with a subtle overlay of pale pastel color. Population: 
21 in 66, 1 finer.

1934 Light Motto MS 66 NGC. Attractively and lightly toned. 

1936 Doubled Die Obverse MS 63 ANACS. Very slight doubling can 
be seen. Brilliant. 


1936-S MS 65 NGC, three pieces, all show some degree of toning. 
(Total: 3 coins) 


276 1947 MS 65 NGC; 1947-D MS 66; 1948-D MS 65; 1949 MS 64; 
1950-S MS 64; and a 1951-S MS 65, all six coins are NGC certified 
and exhibit little or no toning. (Total; 6 coins)

277 1938 PR 67 NGC. Lightly and originally toned over deeply reflec¬ 
tive mirrors. 

278 1940 PR 67 NGC. Hazy multicolored patina over deeply mirrored 
fields. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

279 1801 Fine 12 NGC. 0-101, R.3. Deep gray toning. 

280 1805 XF 40 NGC. 0-112, R.2. Only moderately worn with speckled 
gray-violet toning. Marred by a scratch in the upper left obverse 
field. 

281 1807 Draped Bust Fine 15 PCGS. 0-102. R.2. Light silver-gray 
color on the highpoints, the protected areas are a darker contrasting 
steel-gray. Clean, problem-free, and well centered. 

CERTIFIED BUST HALF DOLLARS 

282 1810 MS 61 NGC. 0-102, R.l. Sharply defined except on the 
eagle’s left (facing) wing (the same as the Overton plate coin). The 
surfaces are toned a muted gray with undertones of and lilac—a coin 
of unquestioned originality. A few mild abrasions are well concealed 
beneath the layerings of ancient patination. 

283 1821 AU 50 PCGS. 0-103, R.2. An evenly worn specimen, with 
some original luster shining through light gold toning. The coin also 
displays mottled iridescent toning at the rims, showing blue, russet 
and purple hues. We see no major impairments on this “no apolo¬ 
gies" high-grade circulated specimen. 

284 1824 AU 53 NGC. 0-113, R.l. Deep gray and blue toning on the 
obverse, the same colors on the reverse but less intense. 

285 1827 AU 55 PCGS. 0-131, R.2. Sharply defined, the olive-gray sur¬ 
faces have an underlying brightness and show no mentionable 
marks. 

286 1836 Lettered Edge AU 55 PCGS. 0-115, R.3. Well struck through¬ 
out and layered in rich gray and antique-gold toning. 

287 1836 Reeded Edge MS 63 NGC. One of the most popular and high¬ 
ly sought after half dollars ever minted. Only 1,200 pieces were pro¬ 
duced during this transitional year. It was during this year that the 
mint finally implemented the use of the steam press in the minting 
of coinage. This advancement in technology allowed all parts of the 
coin, including the new, reeded edge, to be produced at the same 
time. Curiously, many of the halves struck this year show some soft¬ 
ness of strike. So it is with this piece. The eagle’s feathers on the 
reverse are somewhat softly defined along the left side of the shield 
and on the neck, but the obverse is sharp. Toned in deep shades of 
blue and gray with considerable underlying rose and citrine irides¬ 
cence. An important 19th century type as well as a key, low mintage 
issue. Population: 3 in 63, only 1 finer. 

288 1837 Reeded Edge MS 63 NGC. An attractive example of this ever- 
popular half dollar type, with much original luster attempting to 
shine through the medium gray toning. The central devices are well 
struck, but there is some localized weakness at the bottom of the date 
and across the top of the reverse. Altogether, an attractive type coin 
that belongs in a high grade collection. 

289 1839-0 XF 45 ANACS. A scarce and valuable Reeded Edge half: the 
only mintmarked issue in the series that is obtainable in a non-proof 
format. Struck from cracked dies, as usual, the coin shows a light 
overlay of gold and deep blue patina. There is only one mentionable 
mark, that being on the cheek on the obverse. 
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CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DOLLARS 


290 1840 Reverse of 1839 MS 62 PCGS. A satiny example with remark¬ 
ably bold detail and hints of gray-rose color here and there. The 
more common of the two varieties for the date. 

291 1842 MS 61 NGC. Small Date. The scarcer of the two varieties, this 
example is deeply toned but quite lustrous. The strike is also bold for 
this normally soft issue. 

292 1843 MS 62 PCGS. A lustrous early Seated half, with golden toning 
at the centers yielding to iridescent blue and purple at the rims. 
Sharply struck, the obverse shows die cracks above Liberty’s head 
and below the base, while the reverse is bisected by one thin crack 
running from rim to rim. Marks in the field may explain the grade, 
but they are well hidden beneath the attractive toning. One of nine 
graded at this level, with only 11 finer. 

293 1843-0 MS 63 NGC. Actually one of the more available New 
Orleans halves among the earlier dates. Still, quite a scarce item in 
mint condition compared to later dates with only 9 pieces certified in 
MS 63 by NGC and 1 in higher condition. This is a well struck coin 
with good luster and moderate amounts of turquoise-blue and gold¬ 
en-russet toning over both sides, heavier toward the borders. There 
are a few abrasions here and there that account for the grade with a 
small group in the right obverse field being the most distracting. 

294 1846 MS.63 NGC. Small Date. The deep gray toning is accented 
with blue and rose highlights as the coin is turned under a light. 
Trends SI,450. 


295 1856-0 MS 64 NGC. A high-grade example of an elusive O-mint 
date. Sufficient luster shines through the mottled gold and silver ton¬ 
ing to illuminate the centers, while the rims are bright with iridescent 
blue and sea-green hues. One minute contact mark on Liberty's 
cheek is the only distraction of note. One of just 14 in this grade, 
with but 6 finer. 

296 1858-0 MS 64 NGC. One of the more obtainable New Orleans half 
dollars in the No Motto series. This is a sharply struck coin whose 
mint luster sparkles beneath the gray patina that covers each side. 
Scarce so fine. Population: 10 in 64, only 2 finer. 

297 1859-S MS 63 NGC. Although more than 500.000 pieces were orig¬ 
inally struck, this is a very elusive date, particularly in mint state. 
Both services combined have certified only 15 uncirculated speci¬ 
mens, some of these undoubtedly being resubmissions. This exam¬ 
ple is fully defined with all details being very sharp. A light coating 
of gray-gold patina enhances the satiny surfaces. A rare opportunity 
for the collector of Seated halves. NGC population: 3 in 63, only 2 
finer, both 64s. 

298 1865 MS 63 NGC. The fields exhibit a number of die striations and 
evidence of die polishing resulting in a semi-reflective finish. 
Lightly toned, the luster is slightly subdued limiting the grade. 
Scarce post-Civil War date. Population: 6 in 63, 11 finer. Trends 
$1,600. 


299 1867-S MS 64 NGC. Satiny and uniformly sharp under gray-gold¬ 
en toning, with pastel highlights of blue about the outer portions. 
Over a million pieces of this issue were originally struck, but pre¬ 
cious few survive at the choice and better grade level. Population: 1 
in 64, 2 finer. 

300 1869 MS 62 PCGS. A lustrous example, nearly in full brilliance. 

This is a well struck example, with frosty details set against semi- 
reflective fields. Such fields naturally show any bagmarks clearly, as 
is the case here. The reverse displays light golden toning at center. A 
careful look is definitely in order here, because this is a coin that 
looks ever so much better than its assigned grade. 

301 1875-S MS 64 PCGS. Mottled steel-gray toning covers both sides of 
this interesting Seated half, with the underlying luster peeking 
through on occasion. The die is cracked through the bottom of the 
date digits. 

302 1879 MS 65 NGC. Shimmering semi-prooflike surfaces with light¬ 
ly frosted devices. Extremely low original mintage of only 5.900 
pieces. Multicolored iridescence overlays both sides in a colorful 
fashion. Population: 27 in 65, 12 finer. 
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303 1882 MS 63 NGC. A highly reflective example, with both obverse 
and reverse fields fully mirrored. The strike is above average, with 
frosty details on the devices. There are some contact marks in fields, 
which are not too serious in size or placement, but which are more 
noticeable due to the prooflike finish. There are fewer than two 
dozen specimens graded MS 63 or higher. 

304 1889 MS 65 PCGS. Fully struck in all areas, both sides exude a rich 
satin-like luster and are overlaid by light golden-gray patina with 
deeper blue accents. Only 12,000 business strikes were minted and 
to date a mere 16 gems have been certified by PCGS with 3 finer.

305 1865 PR 63 PCGS. A low mintage Civil War issue, this piece shows 
moderate to deep toning over mildly reflective proof fields. 

306 1878 PR 64 NGC. Both the obverse and reverse are interestingly 
toned, each side exhibiting a plethora of iridescent colors, deepening 
toward the borders. The mirrored fields are complemented with 
moderately frosted devices. An attractive proof Seated half dollar.

307 1893 MS 62 NGC. Sharply struck with steel-gray toning on both 
sides. The gray color is accented with blue-green and golden patina. 
Original, and appealing for the grade. 

308 1894-S MS 63 PCGS. Deep sea-green and gray patina covers most 
of each side with bright underlying satiny luster. 

309 1895-0 MS 64 PCGS. A solid, near-gem example of this scarce O- 
mint half. This piece is characterized by thick, satin-like luster and a 
conspicuous absence of any meaningful abrasions. Attractive periph¬ 
eral toning. Population: 8 in 64, only 7 finer. 

310 1897-0 MS 65 NGC. A very scarce O-mint half that is seldom seen 
in or near gem condition. This is a strongly struck piece that exhibits 
thick, frosted mint luster and is covered with rose colored patina 
over both sides with deep blue peripheral accents of color as well. 
An important half for the date and mintmark collector. Population: 6 
in 65, only 1 finer. 

311 1899-0 MS 66 PCGS. A scarcer O-mint in the series, this piece 
shows just a touch of the softness typically seen on halves produced 
in this Southern mint. Glowing mint frost underlies the lovely gold¬ 
en-brown toning that is seen over both sides of this superb coin. 
Population: 2 in 66. none are finer. 

312 1903-S MS 62 NGC. Mostly brilliant and very lustrous with notice¬ 
able roller marks running vertically across each side—a factor which 
holds down the coin’s grade even though mint created. 

313 1908-0 MS 63 PCGS. A pleasing example of this date, both sides 
display a satiny, unbroken sheen, moderate toning overall, and a sur¬ 
prising amount of luster for the grade. 

314 1914 MS 64 NGC. A thoroughly original example of Barber half 
dollar coinage Luster shines through a hint of light silver-gray ton¬ 
ing. with scattered spots of iridescent color found on both obverse 
and reverse. This near-gem is sure to please the date collector look¬ 
ing for a coin with pizzazz. One of just 17 this grade, with only three 
finer. 

315 1914-S MS 64 NGC. Boldly struck and lustrous, some gold and blue 
patina has gathered at the borders. 

316 1915-D MS 64 NGC. Originally toned with light gray patina overall 
and deeper golden accents around the devices. Well struck, especial¬ 
ly on the reverse, and a particularly clean example with no obvious 
impairments on either side.

318 1900 PR 64 NGC. Mostly brilliant and deeply mirrored, there are a 
few scattered hairlines and a couple of minor contact marks on the 
obverse. Still, a choice proof Barber half. 

319 1909 PR 65 NGC. An impressive coin for the collector seeking a 
mostly brilliant example for a type set. The fields have an unfath¬ 
omable depth of reflectivity and there is the slightest hint of frost on 
the devices. 

CERTIFIED WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

320 1916-D MS 65 NGC. Well struck in the center of the obverse but a 
bit weak on the eagle’s plumage on the reverse. An original coin with 
medium violet color over the obverse that lightens slightly on the 
reverse. Satiny luster and showing little of the granularity often seen 
on these early issues. 

321 1916-S MS 65 NGC. Popular as a first year Walker and as a two- 
year variety with the mintmark on the obverse. This specimen is well 
struck, although some of the central details are not quite fully 
defined. There is a bit of rose-violet color on both sides and the 
satiny fields are remarkably abrasion-free. 

322 1917 MS 66 PCGS. A superb, mostly brilliant gem with just a hint 
of light golden toning on the reverse. The surfaces are remarkably 
clean with a shimmering, matte-like texture and razor sharp detail. 

323 1918 MS -64 NGC. Fully struck with light, even lilac and golden 
patina over both sides. 

324 1918-D MS 64 NGC. An important condition rarity among early 
Walkers. A lovely original borderline gem example of this very dif¬ 
ficult early issue. Well struck, the original toning is light silver-gray 
with hints of iridescence. This coin is sure to please the most partic¬ 
ular Walker collector. 

325 1918-S MS 64 PCGS. Rarely seen any finer, the ‘ 18-S is rated as an 
R.4 in Choice BU condition. The obverse is well struck, but some 
central striking weakness is noted on the reverse. Lustrous with 
medium to darker golden-rose patina throughout. 

326 1921 -S VF 20 PCGS. A well-worn example of this elusive early 
Walker, but one that shows lots of honest wear and no serious 
impairments. In fact, we see few surface marks of any sort, a surprise 
considering the long time this coin spent circulating. We note one 
small mark on the rim near the mintmark, but even that is insignifi¬ 
cant. Collectors assembling circulated date sets of Walkers will be 
on the lookout here. 

327 1927-S MS 65 PCGS. For the 1927-S, the most critical determinant 
for price is the strength of strike. Very few (if any) full strike coins 
exist in gem condition. This is a well struck gem that shows some 
softness in the hand area as well as on the head of Liberty. The frost¬ 
ed, lustrous surfaces are a delight to behold. Portions of both obverse 
and reverse rims are toned in iridescent blues and golds. Virtually 
free from abrasions with a few die striations in the right obverse 
field. Population: 22 in 65, 2 are finer. 

328 1929-D MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck in all areas, this untoned piece 
has excellent luster characteristics and absolute minimal abrasions. 

329 1929-S MS 66 NGC. A choice example with creamy, satin luster 
under shades of golden toning, with occasional iridescent russet and 
blue splashes. The Census Report shows this is 1 of 11 so graded, 
with 1 higher (8/96). 

330 1934-D MS 64 NGC. Lustrous and light in color. 

331 1934-S MS 66 NGC. Satiny, mark-free surfaces, concentric rings of 
gold, russet, and blue-violet have formed at the borders. A high-end 
example of this scarce Depression-era Walker. Population: 14 in 66, 
none finer. 

332 1935-D MS 64 PCGS. An attractive D-mint Walker, nearly in full 
brilliance, and sporting an abundance of luster. The obverse shows 
just a hint of color, while the reverse enjoys a light golden bloom. 
Details on Liberty and the eagle are above average. Contact marks 
on Liberty’s skin and in the right obverse field are small, but of suf¬ 
ficient number to justify the grade. An attractive near-gem that is 
sure to please its next owner. 


333 1935-D MS 65 NGC. A lustrous example, in nearly full brilliance. 
No matter how one holds this gem in the light, it still shimmers. With 
an above average strike, watch for the Walker specialists to go wild 
over this desirable coin. 

334 1935-S MS 65 NGC. Some mottled golden color is sprinkled over 
each side. Well struck. 

335 1936 MS 67 NGC. Deeply lustrous, with bold, cartwheel brilliance 
blasting forth from both sides. Fully struck and extremely clean, 
even for the grade. Barely toned in a blush of light golden patina. 

336 1936-D MS 66 PCGS. A mostly brilliant coin with a trace of golden 
toning. Boldly struck with very clean surfaces. 

337 1936-D MS 66 NGC. Lustrous fields and sharp details are but two 
of the positive attributes of this gem Walker. There are small, scat¬ 
tered areas of light toning, but the luster is sufficient to describe the 
coin as being nearly in full brilliance. The strike is sharp, and the 
devices are free of all but the most insignificant contact marks. Only 
two coins have been graded finer. 

338 1936-D MS 66 NGC. Another gem example of this D-mint issue. 
This coin enjoys an abundance of luster, a superior strike, and very 
few marks. Altogether, this coin rates a “ten” on the attractiveness 
scale. 

339 1936-S MS 65 PCGS. A gem Walker with wonderfully lustrous 
fields. Mostly in full brilliance, the obverse displays a few light 
brown toning spots. While the reverse is essentially free of marks. 
Liberty displays a few lines on her skirt and neck. Altogether, a love¬ 
ly gem. 

340 1937-D MS 66 NGC. Brilliant surfaces, light die striations on the 
obverse give this piece an even more intense lustrous sheen. 

341 1937-S MS 66 PCGS. An exceptional and unquestionably original 
coin that displays streaky golden-brown color on each side. 
Excellent luster and overall eye appeal. 

342 1938-D MS 65 PCGS. Fully struck and attractively toned, this is a 
premium example of this modem rarity. 

343 1939 MS 66 PCGS. A splendid example that is intricately detailed 
and shows a fully white appearance. 

344 1939 MS 66 NGC. An amazing coin in full brilliance, with booming 
luster. The fields are inconceivably clean, with a satiny finish that 
approaches luminosity. The details are sharp on the devices, with the 
only notable mark being a rectangular depression seen on Liberty’s 
bosom. This is one Walker with sizzle to spare. 

345 1939 MS 67 NGC. An immaculately preserved coin that is fully 
struck and toned in light, subtle shadings. 

346 1939 MS 67 NGC. The blazing mint luster is untouched by even the 
faintest suggestion of color. Fully struck. 

347 1941 MS 67 NGC. An amazing gem, with fully lustrous fields and a 
full strike. The obverse enjoys light golden toning, especially toward 
the rims, while the reverse is nearly entirely brilliant. 

348 1941 MS 67 NGC. A blazing white “wonder coin.” 

349 1942 MS 67 NGC. Fully struck and very lightly toned. 

350 1942-D MS 65 NGC. Mostly brilliant. 

351 1942-S MS 65 NGC. Mostly brilliant and better struck than the vast 
majority seen. 

352 1942-S MS 65 NGC. Superb mint luster and sharply defined 
throughout. 

353 1943 MS 67 NGC. Brilliant, fully struck, and essentially perfect. 
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354 1943-S MS 65 NGC. Lustrous and showing just the slightest hint of 

golden-brown toning. But the most remarkable aspect of this coin is 
its strike which is 95% complete—quite a rare occurrence on an S- 
mint from the 1940s. 


355 1944-D MS 67 NGC. Brilliant and frosted. An impressive, original 
Walker. 

356 1944-S MS 64 PCGS. Well struck for the issue with a satiny, white 
appearance. 

357 1944-S MS 65 NGC. Lightly toned. 

358 1944-S MS 65 NGC. Brilliant with an above average strike. 

359 1945 MS 66 NGC. Fully struck and untoned with virtually perfect 
surfaces. 

360 1945 MS 67 NGC. A brilliant, fully struck, near-perfect type coin. 

361 1945-S MS 66 NGC. Very sharply struck, and in fact, looking more 
like a P or D-mint than the usually seen soft S-mint. Beautiful laven¬ 
der toning with a hint of golden around the margins. 

362 1945-S MS 66 NGC. Exceptional, almost unprecedented quality for 
this otherwise common S-mint, one of the best struck San Francisco 
issues from 1940s. In addition to its pristine surfaces, what really 
“makes" this remarkable '45-S is the color. The obverse is deeply 
toned in mottled multicolored hues, the reverse is essentially bril¬ 
liant as if this were an “end” coin in a paper roll. 

363 1946 MS 66 NGC. Lightly toned. 

CERTIFIED PROOF WALKING LIBERTY 
HALF DOLLARS 


364 1938 PR 66 PCGS. A wondrous gem, with bottomless pools of 
reflectivity that some might refer to as fields. The strike is naturally 
superb. Light golden toning imparts a special look to those miiTors. 
This coin deserves a special owner capable of appreciating such 
beauty. 

365 1938 PR 67 PCGS. Brilliant, deeply mirrored, and very flashy. 

366 1939 PR 67 NGC. Subdued, variegated autumn leaves toning is seen 
over each side of this essentially perfect proof. 

367 1939 PR 67 NGC. Immaculate pastel-yellow surfaces come as near 
to perfection as one is likely to find on a proof Walking Liberty. 

368 1941 PR 66 NGC. Light, hazy patina. 

369 1941 PR 66 PCGS. Well mirrored with only the slightest hint of 


370 1942 PR 66 NGC. Deeply reflective with pale, speckled patina over 

each side. 


371 1942 PR 67 NGC. A wonderful example of the artistry of Weinman's 
design. The fields are bottomless pools of liquid delight, the devices 
are partially frosted with sharp details, and gold, russet, and purple 
iridescent toning dances across the rims. A delightful coin in every 
respect. 

372 1942 PR 68 NGC. A superb example that would be virtually impos¬ 
sible to improve upon. Some light, translucent golden-brown toning 
encircles both the obverse and reverse. Very difficult to locate this 
nice. Population: 26 in 68, none are finer. 

CERTIFIED FRANKLIN HALF DOLLAR 


373 1952 MS 67 NGC. A near-flawless coin that is toned in different 

shadings on each side, most likely induced from many years storage 
in a mint set holder. Population: 4 in 67, none are finer. 


CERTIFIED KENNEDY HALF DOLLAR 


374 1995-P MS 67 ANACS. Brilliant, semi-prooflike, and essentially 

perfect. 

CERTIFIED PROOF KENNEDY HALF DOLLAR 


375 1968-S PR 67 ANACS. Doubled Die Obverse. FS-014. Close exam¬ 

ination reveals very minor doubling. Brilliant. 

CERTIFIED EARLY DOLLARS 


376 1799 AU 50 ANACS. B-13, BB-151. Identifiable by the die flaws 
around the E in STATES and others beneath the lower two stars on 
the right. The deep, blue-gray toning is, in our opinion, somewhat 
questionable in appearance. A high grade example of this interesting 
Bust dollar variety. 

377 1799 AU 55 ANACS. B-14, BB-167. Most of the original mint lus¬ 
ter remains on this early dollar, giving this piece a dimension of orig¬ 
inality usually not seen on this early type. The surfaces are refresh¬ 
ingly free from unsightly abrasions. Just a bit softly struck on the 
hair curls and at the top of the eagle’s breast. 

378 1800 XF 40 NGC. B-12. BB-184. Distinguished by the double 
punched R in LIBERTY, the die dot in the lower portion of the E in 
UNITED, and the comma-like flaw on the E in AMERICA. Light 
gray patina overall and remarkably clean for a coin that has seen 20 
points of circulation. Well defined also with strong hair curls on the 
obverse and a few breast feathers on the reverse. 


CERTIFIED SEATED DOLLARS 


379 1842—Cleaned—ANACS. An AU 50 coin that shows numerous 
hairlines beneath the smoky-gray and brown toning. 

380 1846 MS 63 NGC. Deeply toned, the steel-gray surfaces also show 
a faint overlay of rose, lilac, and blue patina. A few field marks and 
a certain softness of highpoint detail account for the grade. While not 
generally regarded as a rare date, the 1846 is still rather difficult to 
locate in mint state grades. Population: 6 in 63, only 3 finer. 

381 1846-0 MS 60 PCGS. This was the first date of silver dollar pro¬ 
duction at New Orleans, and one of only four dates in the Seated dol¬ 
lar series from this mint. Well circulated examples are quite readily 
available, but high grade coins are scarce. This specimen has lus¬ 
trous, reflective fields under some patchy gray-brown toning on both 
sides. A few heavy milling marks are noted around the eagle's head. 
Population: 1 in 60, only 9 finer. Trends $6,500. 

382 1847 AU 55 PCGS. Mostly brilliant, with only a fraction of the abra¬ 
sions so often seen on these coins. A sharp strike and surviving lus¬ 
ter only add to its appeal. 

383 1848 MS 60 NGC. Medium-gray surfaces with the original luster 
intact. Several notable abrasions are noted on the obverse that limit 
the grade. Only 15,000 pieces were struck for the year and the num¬ 
ber of survivors in AU and better condition is extremely limited, per¬ 
haps 100 or fewer coins. Population: 1 in 60, 4 finer. Trends $4,650. 

384 1849 MS 63 NGC. Of the comparatively small mintage of 62,600 
pieces, only a relative handful remain in all categories of mint state. 
In fact, only eight MS 63s with two finer have thus far been certified 
by NGC. The effects of the Civil War and subsequent circulating 
coinage shortages took their toll on most of the Seated dollars struck 
prior to 1865. Satiny luster, russet and charcoal-blue toning, and a 
credible strike further accent the beauty of this specimen. 

385 1853 MS 63 NGC. While only a slightly better issue in circulated 
condition, mint state examples are very scarce. The surfaces are 
deeply toned with excellent underlying mint frost. Multiple layers of 
blue and golden toning are present over both sides. Softly struck on 
the stars, as usual, with the plumage on the eagle showing some 
weakness as well. A lovely, choice example of this date that is hard 
to improve upon. Trends $5,150. 
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1859 AU 55 PCGS. A textbook example of the date and the grade, 
with nice detailing, original luster under mostly light toning, and 
well-preserved surfaces. The obverse has some areas of darker gray 
toning which fortunately obscure none of the striking details. Like 
the 1854, this date has relatively few survivors compared to its 
mintage figure. Many were shipped to China, where they were con¬ 
verted into bullion. Trends $1,750. 

1860-0 MS 64 NGC. It is rather unusual to find a ‘60-0 with ton¬ 
ing, but this piece certainly is, with deep gray-blue and crimson pati¬ 
na covering both sides. Remarkably clean for the grade with a 
strong, full strike in all areas. Population: 12 in 64, only 2 finer. 

1861 AU 53 PCGS. Extremely bold with numerous light marks in 
the fields. Scarce in all grades. Trends $1,950 in AU 50. 

1861 AU 58 ANACS. A scarce, heavily melted issue, one of 77,500 
business strikes issued at the dawn of the Civil War. The surfaces are 
deeply toned turquoise-blue and rose colors, and are boldly struck in 
most areas. Only the slightest rubbing shows on the highpoints. 

1869 MS 61 ANACS. Both sides are mildly prooflike and exhibit a 
normal amount of small contact marks, with a hint of cloudy patina. 
One of the higher mintage Seated dollar issues, but scarce, never¬ 
theless, in mint state. Trends $1,900 in MS 60. 

1872 MS 64 PCGS. The thick mint luster is partially subdued by the 
depth of the toning that covers each side of this near-gem type coin. 
The surfaces display virtually no abrasions and a dusky-gray patina 
is seen over most of the coin with iridescent accents at the margins. 
Well, but not fully struck. Very scarce as a high grade business strike. 
Population: 5 in 64, only 4 finer. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED DOLLAR 


1872 PR 66 NGC. One of the more frequently encountered dates 
from the With Motto type, the 1872 is often used as a type coin and 
is eagerly sought out in high grades. The fields on this piece are nice¬ 
ly reflective and flash through the muted rose-gray patina that cov¬ 
ers each side. The only surface flaws we see are a couple of faintly 
observable hairlines in the right obverse field. Exceptional quality. 
Population: 3 in 66, none are finer. 

CERTIFIED TRADE DOLLARS 


1877- S AU 55 PCGS. Sharply struck, both sides have a muted steel- 
gray caste with decent remaining luster, especially in the more pro¬ 
tected areas. 

1878- S AU 53 NGC. Deep, even toning. 

CERTIFIED PROOF TRADE DOLLAR 


1878 PR 64 NGC. A deeply toned, original example of this low 
mintage (900 pieces) issue. The first of the proof-only Trade dollars 
from Philadelphia, this is an example that should be examined as 
toning tastes vary. 

CERTIFIED MORGAN DOLLARS 


1878 7/8TF Weak MS 64 PCGS; 1885-0 MS 64; and an 1890 MS 
64. All three coins are PCGS certified, essentially untoned, and well 
defined. (Total: 3 coins) 

1878 7/8TF Weak MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous. 

1878 7/8TF Weak MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant and nicely mir¬ 
rored with minimal abrasions. 

1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. 
Brilliant. A difficult issue to locate with full mirrors on both sides. 


1878 7/8TF Strong MS 63 PCGS, a number of obverse contact 
marks: 1887 MS 63, light golden toning on part of the reverse; and 
a 1900-0 MS 62, subdued luster and a few milling marks, mostly on 
the obverse. All three coins are PCGS certified. (Total: 3 coins) 


401 1878-CC MS 63 ANACS; and an 1883-CC MS 61 ANACS, both 
coins display red-golden toning, particularly on their obverses. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

402 1878-CC MS 65 NGC. An attractive gem, mostly brilliant, with one 
tiny toning spot on the obverse and a hint of light toning on the 
reverse. The strike is solid, and the contact marks minimal. 
Altogether, this would make a pleasing addition to any gem set. 

403 1878-CC MS 65 ANACS. Frosted mint luster and generally brilliant 
with a faint ring of golden patina around each side. 

404 1878-S MS 64 NGC, light golden patina: 1879-S MS 64 Prooflike, 
brilliant; 1879-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike, fully struck and 
cameoed; 1897 MS 64, fully struck with muted gray patina; and an 
1897 MS 64 Prooflike, light in color. All are NGC certified. (Total: 

5 coins) 

405 1878-S MS 65 NGC. Unusually clean for this first year issue, with a 
bit of peripheral russet toning on each side. 

406 1879 MS 65 NGC. Fully struck and brilliant, the surfaces show fine 
granularity with a thick overlay of satiny luster. 

407 1879-0 MS 62 NGC, deep, mottled toning on the obverse, very light 
on the reverse; and an 1879-0 MS 60 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC, 
mostly brilliant and a very scarce item with deeply mirrored fields. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

408 1879-0 MS 63 NGC. White and frosty, displaying a few minor 
marks that limit the grade. 

409 1879-0 MS 64 PCGS. Bright, frosty luster abounds on this well 
struck O-mint dollar. A few contact marks keep this coin from the 
gem class. 

410 1879-0 MS 64 Prooflike NGC. A nice, clean example of this scarce 
prooflike Morgan. Very lightly toned with dapling mint luster. 
Population: 24 in 64, none are finer. 

411 1879-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. This choice high-end 
example is exciting to view. The highly mirrored fields are offset 
against frosty devices, with a minimum of contact marks. The bril¬ 
liance of the fields underlays iridescent toning at the rims, in orange 
and gunmetal-blue on the obverse, and gold on the reverse. There 
will be some excitement over this coin. 

412 1879-S MS 65 NGC; 1898-0 MS 65 NGC; and a 1904-0 MS 65 
NGC. Only the ‘98-0 has any degree of color. (Total: 3 coins) 

413 1879-S MS 66 NGC. Hazy gray patina with a few rust colored 
specks on the face of Liberty. 

414 1879-S MS 65 Prooflike NGC; and an 1882-S MS 65 NGC, the 
obverse is DMPL but cartwheel luster shows in the reverse fields. 
Both are brilliant. (Total: 2 coins) 

415 1879-S MS 66 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. One of the more com¬ 
mon DMPL dates, both sides are essentially untoned and snow- 
white. 

416 1879-S Reverse of 1878 MS 64 NGC. Excellent mint luster and 
untoned except at the margins. Minimally abraded for the issue. 

417 1880 MS 64 NGC; 1887-0 MS 64; and an 1890-S MS 64. All three 
coins are NGC certified. (Total: 3 coins) 

418 1880 MS 65 NGC. A scarcer early P-mint in gem condition, this 
piece has heavily toned surfaces with exceptionally vibrant underly¬ 
ing mint luster. Just lacking a bit of highpoint definition in the cen¬ 
ters. 

419 1880 MS 65 NGC. Lustrous and almost completely brilliant, but a 
bit soft in the centers. 

420 1880 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Brilliant and fully struck 
with dazzling depth of mirrored reflectivity in the fields. 
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421 1880-CC VG 10 PCGS, conditionally rare in this low grade; 1883 
MS 63 NGC, myriad small marks show on the obverse; and an 1884- 
CC MS 62 NGC. (Total: 3 coins) 

422 1880-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A lovely example, 
with fully reflective fields and frosty devices. Most of the few con¬ 
tact marks can be found in the obverse fields, making the reverse 
especially delightful. Although the insert makes no mention, this is 
definitely an 8/7 overdate, especially rare in this illustrious grade. 

423 1880-CC Reverse of 1878 MS 64 PCGS. Well frosted and much 
above-average for this usually heavily bagmarked variety. 

424 1880-CC Reverse of 1878 MS 65 ANACS. A gem example of this 
very elusive design variant caused by the mint’s reuse of a reverse 
die rejected two years before. Lustrous and fully struck with light 
patina that gradually deepens toward the rims. An important coin 
that is seldom offered in such a superior state of preservation. 

425 1880-0 MS 65 NGC. Satiny and very well struck, with a touch of 
golden color across both sides. The 1880-0 is one of the great con¬ 
dition rarities in the entire series of Morgan dollars, being common 
up to and including MS 63 grade, with a preponderance of AU 55s, 
and then very quickly dropping off to nearly unobtainable status in 
MS 65. This coin’s exceptional lack of surface marks immediately 
sets it apart from the typical uncirculated ‘80-0, with the satiny 
fields escaping almost entirely. It is doubtful that any amount of 
money could buy a finer example of this challenging early O-mint. 
Population: 8 in 65, none higher. 

426 1880-S MS 66 PCGS. A nearly mark-free specimen exhibiting 
white, frosty luster and, as usual for this issue, a bold strike. 


427 1880-S MS 67 Prooflike NGC. A stunning prooflike example of this 
always-popular issue. 

428 1880-S MS 67 Prooflike NGC. An amazing cameo prooflike dollar 
that is completely brilliant. A superior type piece. 

429 1881 MS 65 NGC. Fully struck and brilliant with sparkling, matte¬ 
like surfaces. Scarce in gem condition. 

430 1881 MS 65 PCGS. Light in color with strong underlying mint lus¬ 
ter. 

431 1881 -CC MS 64 PCGS. A premium coin for the grade, exceptional¬ 
ly frosty and untoned. 

432 1881 -CC MS 66 PCGS. An outstanding CC dollar. This piece 
exhibits thick, frosted mint luster and an absolutely full strike. 
Mostly brilliant, there is just the slightest blush of golden patina in 
the center of the obverse. 


433 1881-S MS 66 PCGS. A magnificent coin with bright, lustrous sur¬ 
faces. Fully detailed in all areas and just a superb type piece. 

434 1881-S MS 67 PCGS. A semi-prooflike, near-perfect dollar that is 
attractively toned in golden and rose shadings over both sides. 

435 1881-S MS 66 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Exceptionally clean and 
brilliant except for a small patch of golden-brown patina around the 
perimeter of each side. 

436 1882 MS 65 NGC. Well struck with light gray patina. 

437 1882 MS 65 NGC. Brilliant with pleasing satin-like surfaces. 

438 1882 MS 65 NGC. Mostly brilliant with frosty luster and a little 
golden peripheral color. 

439 1882 MS 65 NGC. Fully struck with light golden-rose toning. 

440 1882 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant with nicely mirrored surfaces 
and not a hint of toning. There are a few minimal surface abrasions. 

441 1882-CC MS 65 PCGS. A popular date, satiny fields, a minimum of 
contact marks, and mere traces of original toning mark this delight¬ 
ful coin. A coin with much to commend it. 


442 1882-CC MS 66 ANACS. Brilliant with thick, frosted mint luster 
and nearly abrasion-free surfaces. 

443 1882-0 MS 64 NGC. Untoned and white with deep satiny brilliance 
and a minimum of surface marks. 

444 1882-0 MS 64 PCGS. The upper right reverse rim on this piece 
shows a crescent of golden toning; the balance of the coin is bright 
white and untoned. This is a well struck example of this typically 
weak date. 

445 1882-S MS 66 NGC. Essentially untoned with creamy smooth 
devices and shimmering luster in the fields. 

446 1882-S MS 67 Prooflike NGC. A gem piece in every respect. 

447 1883-CC MS 66 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. This coin might 
spoil its happy buyer; after all, it would be unfair to compare lesser 
Morgans to it. With a super strike, deeply mirrored fields, and frosty 
devices, there is little left to say that wouldn’t sound embarrassingly 
mushy. We also note some very interesting die polishing lines on the 
reverse which wouldn’t be visible on most coins. We cannot be 
absolutely sure, but some have suggested that this coin might also 
enjoy the power of self-levitation. Did we mention that we were 
impressed? 

448 1883-0 MS 64 ANACS; 1885-0 MS 64 ANACS; 1886 MS 64 
ANACS; 1898-0 MS 64 ANACS: and a 1904-0 MS 64 ANACS. All 
have peripheral toning. (Total: 5 coins) 

449 1883-0 MS 66 NGC. The thick mint frost is overlaid by jade-green 
patina on the obverse, and the reverse is nearly brilliant except for a 
suggestion of color at the margin. Softly defined in the centers. 

450 1883-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS; 1884-0 MS 65 Deep 
Mirror Prooflike PCGS; and a 1904-0 Deep Mirror Prooflike MS 65 
PCGS, all three coins are bright and untoned. A gem trio of DMPL 
Morgans. (Total: 3 coins) 

451 1883-S AU 50 ANACS; and an 1884-S AU 55 ANACS. Two better 
date S-mint Morgan dollars. (Total: 2 coins) 

452 1883-S MS 62 PCGS. Bright and untoned, but a few too many marks 
for a higher grade. 

453 1884-CC MS 65 PCGS. Frosty-white, with a crescent of original 
colors on the upper right obverse. 

454 1884-CC MS 66 NGC. This is a coin that shouts quality from the 
first glance. Creamy, lustrous fields that define satiny, with a sharp 
strike, and virtually no contact marks. There is a thin die crack fol¬ 
lowing the obverse rims, and one surrounding much of the reverse as 
well. Altogether, a magnificent coin. 

455 1884-CC MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Nice and flashy, with bold cart¬ 
wheel luster on both sides. The surfaces show only a few light 
marks, far fewer than normally seen on this issue. Neither side shows 
any color and the overall eye appeal is excellent. 

456 1884-CC MS 66 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Untoned with daz¬ 
zling, fully detailed, remarkably clean surfaces. Carson City dollars 
this nice are quite elusive, and always in strong demand. 

457 1884-0 MS 66 PCGS. Creamy, smooth surfaces and well struck 
details. A superb specimen for the most condition conscious collec¬ 
tor. 

458 1884-S XF 45 NGC. A lightly worn example of this key issue. A few 
small abrasions are seen on the cheek of Liberty. 

459 1884-S AU 58 PCGS. Untoned with good remaining luster and 
ample sharpness in the centers. Affordable quality, with the two- 
point jump to MS 60 being considerably more expensive and possi¬ 
bly no more desirable than this attractive key issue. 

460 1885 MS 66 PCGS. Lustrous with light gray patina in the centers 
that is surrounded by deeper russet at the margins. 
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1885 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Deeply mirrored, flashy 481 
proof fields with moderately contrasting devices. Only the slightest 
hint of peripheral color is seen. 

1885-CC MS 63 PCGS. Silver-gray and frosty, with a thin peripher¬ 
al area of golden toning on reverse. Population: 2,337 in 63, 4,901 
finer. 

1885-CC MS 62 Prooflike PCGS. Typical bagmarks consistent with 
the grade. Some cameo contrast. 

1885-0 MS 67 NGC. Astonishing quality in this otherwise common 
date. Thick, satin-like luster rolls across each side virtually unim¬ 
peded by post-striking impairments. A memorable ‘85-0. 

1885-S MS 64 NGC. Excellent luster and light in color with a few 433 
small abrasions on each side that prevent a full gem rating. 


1889-0 MS 66 NGC. An extraordinarily clean example of this bet¬ 
ter date dollar that is difficult enough to locate above MS 63, let 
alone in this lofty condition. This is the finest example we haveseen 
since we handled the PCGS Tour Coin (also an MS 66 ). The surfaces 
exude the warm, satiny luster normally seen on coins of this issue, 
but in this case both sides are layered in rich shadings of gray, rose, 
and blue with mellow golden accents at the margins. The strike is not 
complete, but this singular flaw is more than made up for by the 
extraordinarily clean surfaces and original patination. Population. _ 
in 66 , none are finer. 

1889- S MS 64 PCGS. Luster booms from the surfaces of this bril¬ 
liant near-gem. A sharp strike and minimal abrasions suggest a 
stronger grade, but some light marks on the cheek disturb the luster. 
A quality coin worthy of a gem bid. 

1890- CC MS 62 NGC. Milky-white overall with well defined 
devices.

1885- S MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with excellent mint luster and 
showing just a touch of light color on each side. 

1886 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A full gem example of 
this popular, common date dollar that displays brilliant surfaces and 
minimal abrasions. 

1886- S MS 65 PCGS. Lightly toned with sparkling fields and frosty 
features. Scarcer Redfield issue, usually seen in lesser grades of mint 
state. 

1887/6 MS 64 PCGS. A crescent of blue and golden toning appears 
along the bottom obverse border. Sharply struck with a clear under¬ 
digit and a few minor facial marks. 

1887/6 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Well mirrored and 
mostly brilliant with a faint smudge of golden color on the cheek of 
Liberty. Very scarce with deeply mirrored fields, this is quite an 
unusual occurrence to have three DMPL coins of this issue in the 
same auction. 

1887/6 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Bright, sparkling mint 
luster and brilliant except for a thin ring of golden-brown around the 
rims. Just a bit scuffier than the previous lot. 

1887/6 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Similar to the two pre¬ 
vious, but not quite as well struck. A very rare opportunity to select 
from multiple examples of this rare issue. 

1887- S MS 64 NGC. Bright, sparkling mint luster covers both sides 
of this lovely Redfield issue. Nearly brilliant with just a touch of 
light golden peripheral color. 

1888- 0 MS 65 NGC. Silky smooth mint luster and generally bril¬ 
liant except for a small spot of golden color on the cheek of Liberty 
on the obverse and around the upper rim on the reverse. 

1888-0 MS 65 NGC. Fully struck and very clean overall with silky 
smooth, satin-like surfaces. 

1888-S MS 63 PCGS. Some small contact marks restrict the grade. 

1888-S MS 63 PCGS. Well struck with sub-par luster that prevents 
a higher grade. A few roller marks show on the cheek on the obverse. 

1888-S MS 64 NGC. A lightly toned example of this popular 
Redfield dollar. Good luster and well (but not fully) struck. 

1889 MS 65 PCGS. Much original luster issues from the satiny 
fields of this gem. A hint of granulated toning on the cheek can be 
seen from certain angles. 

1889 MS 65 NGC. Snow-white surfaces and clean enough to suggest 
a 66 grade. 


484 1890-CC MS 63 PCGS. A lustrous example of this CC-mint issue, 
with satiny fields that are a touch more prooflike on the reverse. As 
is so often the case, the reverse fields are nearly mark-free, while the 
obverse shows contact marks consistent with the MS 63 grade. The 
cheek shows only the lightest abrasions, making this a truly attrac¬ 
tive and bright Morgan. 

485 1890-CC MS 64 PCGS. A shimmering, brilliant example of this very 
popular Carson City issue. A fine addition to a choice set. 

486 1890-CC MS 61 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. While it is true that 
all deeply mirrored fields seem to especially magnify any existing 
contact marks, this coin also has more original material with which 
to work. The highly reflective fields show an abundance of marks, 
some of which should also be noted on the devices. A sharp strike 
shows great detail often lost on more typical strikes. Don’t let the 
grade scare you, as this coin still has much to commend it. 

487 1890-S MS 65 PCGS. Some light violet-golden patina is present on 
each side of this well struck, gem specimen. 

488 1891-CC MS 63 PCGS. The so-called “Spitting Eagle” variety, 
frosty-white with a hint of peripheral russet color, and just a few 
light marks from a finer grade. 

489 1891-0 MS 65 NGC. The ‘91-0 is one of the great condition rari¬ 
ties as well as strike rarities in the Morgan series. While this piece is 
not fully brought up, the cheek is fully rounded and virtually free 
from troubling abrasions. Both sides exude bright, frosted mint lus¬ 
ter with a dash of golden-brown patina in the center of each side. 
Population: 22 in 65, none are finer. 

490 1891-S MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Brilliant and very 
deeply mirrored with strong cameo contrast and minimal abrasions 
for the grade. 

491 1891-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Iridescent light purple 
toning overlays the deeply mirrored fields of this near-gem, making 
it look even more like a full proof than might be expected. Frosted 
devices display only a few minor disturbances. This is a coin that any 
collector would display with pride. 

492 1892-0 MS 63 NGC. An attractive and lustrous example. There are 
a number of shallow abrasions on the cheek and neck, and in the 
nearby fields, as well a lengthy abrasion below Liberty’s curls. To 
help offset some of the distractions, the coin enjoys an above aver¬ 
age strike and much luster, and is nearly in full brilliance. 

493 1892-S AU 55 NGC. A pleasing, solid AU example of this popular 
condition rarity. Untoned overall with prooflike fields on the reverse. 
Trends $ 1,350 in AU 50. 

494 1893-CC MS 63 NGC. A sharply struck example of this rare and 
always much-in-demand final year of issue from the Carson City 
mint. Solid quality, the surfaces show only the slightest abrasions 
and light gray patina. 


495 1894-S MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Highly reflective fields and partially 

frosted devices make this a most attractive coin, especially with its 
light purple toning at the rims. There are few contact marks disturb¬ 
ing the flow of light off of the incredibly lustrous surfaces. This coin 
has the potential to be the showpiece of most collections. 
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496 1895-0 AU 53 NGC. A lightly circulated example of this desirable 
date, with evenly matched light gray toning found on both sides. The 
obverse shows few contacts marks, but the reverse fields are more 
heavily abraded. This coin will be “right at home” in a high grade 
circ Morgan set. 

497 1896 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Mostly brilliant with clean, well struck 
devices and moderately reflective fields. 

498 1896 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A flashy, deeply mirrored 
dollar that has a moderate degree of contrast between the fields and 
devices. 

499 1896-0 MS 60 NGC. A mint state example of this elusive date, with 
fewer abrasions than might be expected. The obverse has the detail 
of a typical strike, with just the hint of weakness over Liberty’s ear; 
fortunately, the cheek is largely free of any marks. Light silver-gray 
toning dims some of the luster, but the satiny fields still have a little 
‘bounce’ left in them. 


500 1896-0 MS 62 PCGS. Untoned with exceptionally bold definition in 
the centers. Only a few minor frost breaks on the obverse preclude 
an even higher grade. Trends $725. 

501 1897-0 MS 60 NGC. A lower-end mint state example of this condi¬ 
tionally challenging later date Morgan dollar. Muted brown patina 
covers both sides with surprisingly strong underlying luster. 

502 1897-0 MS 60 NGC. There is still plenty of luster left on this "bet¬ 
ter” O-mint dollar. The obverse is well struck, but suffers from many 
minute abrasions and small toning specks. The reverse is similarly 
marked, but is equally lustrous. A desirable issue that looks better 
than some higher grade coins. 

503 1897-0 MS 61 NGC. Uncommonly clean for a coin of this grade, 
the subdued mint luster has taken on a light overlay of gray-golden 
patina. 

504 1897-0 MS 64 NGC. Scarce in any condition of mint state, in MS 
64 the ‘97-0 is one of the premier condition rarities in the entire 
Morgan series. This is the finest example we have seen since the MS 
67 we handled a couple of years ago. The surfaces are virtually per¬ 
fect—we see no mentionable defects on either side of this remark¬ 
able coin. Both sides are draped in muted steel-gray, blue, and rose 
with the underlying hard, metallic sheen of satiny luster that is 
always seen on high grade 1897-0 dollars. Of the utmost rarity and 
importance to Morgan collectors. Population: 8 in 64. only 8 finer. 

505 1897-0 MS 64 NGC. A remarkable second example of this impor¬ 
tant Morgan dollar. Unlike the previous piece, this coin is nearly bril¬ 
liant with a thin veneer of light rose patina across both sides that is 
just a bit more intense toward the obverse rim. Bright, satiny luster 
and very well struck for the issue. 

506 1898 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Bright, flashy and uniformly brilliant. 
This untoned example comes very close to making the DMPL cate¬ 
gory. The cheek is especially clean, making the coin even more 
attractive. 

507 1898 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Bright, flashy mirrors in 
the fields, the centers of each side are mostly brilliant with an accent 
of deeper golden-brown color around the margins. Scarce as such. 

508 1898-0 MS 67 NGC. Exceptional quality, this high-end coin dis¬ 
plays thick, satin-like luster and is virtually brilliant with near abra¬ 
sion-free surfaces. 

509 1898-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. A stunning cameo that 
exhibits stark contrast between fields and devices with minimal 
abrasions. 

510 1899 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Untoned with razor sharp definition 
and only minimal surface marks. Although once given too much 
attention because of its low mintage, the ‘99-P is, however, genuine¬ 
ly scarce in gem prooflike condition. A coin this attractive deserves 
to be in demand. 


1899 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. If you take away the sharp 
strike, deeply mirrored fields, frosty devices, and minimal contact 
marks, you would have nothing left to discuss except the minute ton¬ 
ing spot near the P in PLURIBUS. On second thought, we like this 
beauty just the way it is. 

1899-0 MS 65 PCGS. An absolutely lovely coin, with pristine fields 
and an embarrassment of luster. The reverse die shows cracking 
around most of the periphery. We cast a critical eye to determine why 
this wasn’t placed in an MS 67 holder, and can only assume that the 
few minute marks on the cheek must look larger in other light. We 
strongly suggest you inspect this gem as well. 

1899-0 MS 66 NGC. A satiny gem with an absolute minimum of 
contact abrasions, this Morgan exudes a cool quality. This coin 
would look at home in the finest collections. 

1899-0 MS 66 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Light in color with 
deeply mirrored fields, fields that one is tempted to call bottomless. 
A few traces of light golden toning shimmer above those mirrored 
fields. A few small abrasions are scattered about, but to discuss such 
small imperfections on such loveliness would require the tempera¬ 
ment of a Hawthorne. 

1899-S MS 64 PCGS. A satiny, brilliant near-gem. with a minimum 
of contact marks. The luster on the cheek shows some die polishing 
lines which would have been hidden on a toned specimen. 

1899- S MS 65 NGC. A brilliant gem. displaying much original lus¬ 
ter and satiny surfaces. There are few contact marks to disturb the 
overall look of quality. 

1900 MS 65 PCGS. Glossy, satin-like surfaces and free from all but 
the most trivial abrasions. A problem-free example of this popular 
tum-of-the century date. 

1900- S MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. Reflective fields dominate the 
‘look’ of this near-gem, which also enjoys a sharp strike and below 
average abrasions. The obverse is brilliant, while the reverse shows 
a band of speckled golden-gray toning. 

1901- S MS 63 PCGS. Untoned with excellent luster, as usual, but 
lacking highpoint definition. 

1901-S MS 64 NGC. Lustrous and well struck with golden periph¬ 
eral toning. A short grease stain (as struck) is noted on the bottom of 
the neck of Liberty. Scarcer issue. 

1901-S MS 64 NGC. A flat satiny finish, probably resulting from the 
average strike, is found on both obverse and reverse, despite the soft¬ 
ly struck centers, the coin has a look of quality thanks to a lack of 
contact marks. Light speckled toning is seen on both sides. 

1902 MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant and sharply struck in all areas, the 
fields are semi-prooflike and are very nearly fully reflective. A 
scarcer dollar in high grades. 

1902 MS 65 NGC. An attractive gem with satiny luster and few con¬ 
tact marks. Mostly brilliant, with a hint of light golden toning at the 


1902-S MS 63 PCGS. Fully brilliant with above average mint luster. 
A few marks show in the fields and account for the grade. 

1902-S MS 64 PCGS. A pleasant, mostly brilliant example, with a 
solid strike and much original luster. A few contact marks on the 
cheek naturally limit the grade, but the overall effect is still attrac- 


1903 MS 63 Prooflike NGC. Fully struck and lightly toned with 
moderately reflective fields. 

1903-0 MS 63 PCGS. An untoned example of this once-rare O- 
mint, minimally abraded and showing slight softness of definition in 
the centers. 
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1903- 0 MS 64 PCGS. A very lovely coin with some claims toward 
a higher grade. The coin is bright and lustrous, with very few con¬ 
tact marks of any size. The cheek is largely free of any distracting 
marks. Brilliant with the exception of one small toning spot on 
Liberty’s nose. 

1904- 0 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Untoned, with uniformly brilliant 
surfaces. The obverse is especially impressive. 

1904-S MS 62 PCGS. Much original luster shines through light ton¬ 
ing on this Morgan. The obverse is cast in light gold and blue, while 
the reverse tends toward the brighter yellows. The toning effectively 
hides some very light marks on the cheek, but the coin overall is 
quite clean. 

1921-D MS 65 NGC. Brilliant and lustrous but not all that well 
struck. 

CERTIFIED PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

1887 PR 65 NGC. A lovely proof dollar that displays a noticeable 
cameo contrast on each side that is more pronounced than usual for 
this date. Both the obverse and reverse display an arc of deep toning 
at the top (and bottom respectively), the remainder is colored in iri¬ 
descent hues. An unusual gem specimen. Population: 24 in PR 65, 
20 finer. 

1892 PR 63 PCGS. Deeply mirrored fields contrast sharply with the 
frosty devices, giving this proof an abundance of eye-appeal. A close 
examinations reveals several inconsequential hairlines, which are 
sufficient to account for the grade. Did we mention just how deeply 
mirrored these fields are? 

1893 PR 65 NGC. A splendid example of this more elusive date. 
The frosted devices lend a nice cameo appearance to this coin, which 
is accented by the light golden toning on the central devices. The 
mirrored fields are toned more heavily, in iridescent shades of blue, 
crimson, and gold. This proof has a natural beauty which is only 
accentuated by the dual cameo effect. Normal striking softness in the 
centers restricts an even higher grade. From an original mintage of 
only 792 proofs, few of which can be this colorful or attractive. 

1894 PR 65 NGC. The 1894 proof has always commanded a signif¬ 
icant premium as a date because of the rarity of 1894 business 
strikes. As a result, proofs have been well cared for over the years 
and today quite a few survive in gem and near-gem condition. This 
coin does not have the contrast often seen between fields and 
devices; it shows little or no frost on the devices. The fields, howev¬ 
er, are bright under mottled toning. The obverse exhibits light gold¬ 
en toning overall, with iridescent sea-green and purple on the periph¬ 
ery. The reverse is more fully colored, with electric blue, green, and 
purple over the entire side. 

1900 PR 64 PCGS. A choice proof covered with medium golden ton¬ 
ing uniform. The overall combination of reflectivity and color is 
quite astounding. Worthy of a mesmerizing look. 

CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 

1921 MS 65 PCGS. Gem examples of the first year of the Peace type 
are always in demand, and rightly so. Light golden toning does noth¬ 
ing to hide the abundance of luster on this sharply-struck example. 
One cheek mark probably prevented this gem from achieving “super 
star” status. 

1921 MS 65 PCGS. A brilliant and minimally marked example of 
this important one-year type. Booming mint luster characterizes this 
lovely coin, but alas, the central portions are not fully brought up. 

1922 MS 65 PCGS. Satiny and remarkably clean, a snow-white gem. 

1922 MS 66 NGC. A superb example, toned delicate yellow-gold 
and sky-blue colors, and boasting intense, underlying mint bril¬ 
liance. Population: 74 in 66, none finer. 

1922-D MS 64 PCGS. The brilliant surfaces show bright cartwheel 
luster that glistens over each side. Sharply struck. 

1922-D MS 65 NGC. Bright, sparkling mint luster and fully struck 
in every regard. 


543 1922-D MS 65 NGC. More common than once thought, but still 
almost seven times as rare as the 1923 Philadelphia issue in this 
grade. Bright and untoned. 

544 1922-S MS 64 PCGS. Creamy, satiny luster shines with full bril¬ 
liance. A typically struck, choice example. 

545 1922-S MS 65 NGC. A strong strike with outstanding luster and a 
light overlay of gray-rose patina. Fully original and rarely seen so 
nice. Population: 96 in 65, only 3 finer. 

546 1923 MS 66 PCGS. Gem Peace dollars remind us of the very special 
beauty of this design. This example has much luster, with light ton¬ 
ing striations on the obverse. Very few marks of any size are noted. 

547 1923-D MS 64 PCGS. Frosty-white luster with a few small abra¬ 
sions. 

548 1924 MS 66 PCGS. A very difficult date to obtain in this grade. One 
of-only 127 to be graded as such. Compare that to the 6,800+ 1881- 
S dollars in the same grade. Sharply defined and essentially untoned. 

549 1925 MS 66 PCGS. Exceptionally clean, even for a ‘25-P which is 
known to come nicer than the average Peace dollar, and essentially 
untoned throughout. 

550 1925 MS 66 PCGS. A lovely gem, nearly in full brilliance with just 
a hint of light golden toning. There are few marks to disturb the 
abundant luster that streams from these surfaces. 

551 1925-S MS 64 PCGS. Softly struck, as usual, and showing a notice¬ 
able contact mark above LL of DOLLAR on the reverse. Bright and 
untoned. 

552 1927-D MS 60 AN ACS. Lightly toned. 

553 1928-S MS 62 ANACS. A bit softly defined in the centers, both sides 
show pale golden toning. 

554 1935 MS 65 NGC. Complete, crisp striking details on each side, the 
surfaces are covered with a very light layer of original patina. There 
are very few abrasions apparent on this attractive, late date dollar. 

555 1935 MS 65 NGC. A lovely gem, with mostly brilliant satiny fields. 
An absence of marks makes this coin especially desirable. 

CERTIFIED PROOF PEACE DOLLAR 

556 1921 Satin Finish PR 64 NGC. An exceptionally rare proof strik¬ 
ing, Breen believes that the first 20 coins produced from this pair of 
dies were proofs, and of that number perhaps only 7-10 are recog¬ 
nizable as such today. While the matte proof strikings have been 
known for decades, the Satin Finish variant did not surface until the 
1975 ANA. Afterward, in 1979-80 a number were authenticated by 
Breen, but several of these were later discredited as business strikes 
struck after the limited run of proofs. Thus, the importance of this 
coin being encased in a reputable holder from one of the major 
authentication and grading services. The surfaces of this coin are 
bright and, obviously, satiny with light color across both sides and 
somewhat deeper speckling at the top of the obverse. There are 
numerous raised polishing lines in the left obverse fields—one of the 
diagnostics for Satin Finish proofs. Also, the triangular pellet after 
TRVST is unusually bold, as are the rays on the reverse. There are 
also several raised die marks in the field behind S and OF on the 
reverse. The striking quality is extraordinarily bold with complete 
definition on all the design elements. Of the greatest rarity and 
importance, not only to collectors of the Peace dollar series, but also 
to 20th century type collectors. If one were to complete a type set of 
20th century coins, and then wanted to advance to the next level, the 
Satin Finish and Matte Finish 1921 dollars would be required coins, 
especially given the 1921 dollar’s status as a one-year type within 
the Peace dollar series. 

CERTIFIED EISENHOWER DOLLAR 

557 1976-D Type Two MS 66 PCGS. The type with the thin letters on the 
reverse. Lightly toned. We have often said so, and here is the coin 
that proves it: “We have something in this sale for everyone.” 
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CERTIFIED SUSAN B. ANTHONY DOLLAR 


558 1980-S MS 66 PCGS. Lightly toned. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 


559 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 65 PCGS. A stunning 
commemorative gold dollar, the surfaces appear flawless and exude 
a warm, rosy tint with an accent of olive at the margins. 

560 1904 Lewis and Clark MS 63 PCGS. Attractive color and luster for 
the grade, with only a few wispy hairlines noticed on Lewis’ cheek. 
Scarce. 

561 1904 Lewis and Clark MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous with bright semi¬ 
prooflike fields and minimal abrasions. 

562 1916 McKinley MS 63 PCGS. Satiny fields, one tiny mark on the 
cheek of the slain president keeps this piece from a finer grade. 

563 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 NGC. A satiny example of this 
always-popular gold commemorative. The obverse displays light 
golden-orange toning, while the reverse has some burnt-orange alloy 
spots. One contact mark on Independence Hall constrains the grade. 

564 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous golden-orange sur¬ 
faces suggest a quality coin. Minimal contact marks can be seen, and 
these only upon the closest inspection. The reverse also has a hint of 
green highlighting the more dominant orange hue. Altogether, very 
pleasing. 

CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 


565 1851-0 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny with uncommonly sharp detail in the 
centers for this popular New Orleans issue. 

566 1854 Type Two MS 60 PCGS. A pleasant example of the always 
desirable Type Two gold dollar, this specimen has satiny luster with 
occasional flashes of brilliance. A few light disturbances in the fields 
help account for the grade. The reverse is strongly impressed from 
clashing, with a crisp date. 

567 1855 Type Two MS 63 PCGS. The striking details are surprisingly 
strong for this issue with well defined hair curls and date details. The 
coin is moderately lustrous and does not show any evidence of the 
heavy die clashing normally seen. An important type coin in mint 
condition. 

568 1857-S VF 25 PCGS. This issue is very scarce in any grade with a 
mintage of only 10.000 pieces. A well worn example with no men- 
tionable surface flaws. 

569 1858-S XF 40 PCGS. A difficult issue with a low mintage of only 
10,000 pieces. Bright golden appearance on both sides. Trends $400. 

570 1862 MS 61 PCGS. Subdued luster with several digs and marks on 
each side that limit the grade. 

571 1868 MS 64 NGC. A very choice piece with semi-prooflike surfaces. 
In fact, the fields have sufficient reflectivity to make any numisma¬ 
tist take a second look! The devices are exceptionally sharp, and 
light frosting enhances the contrast with the fields. There are a few 
inconsequential marks in the fields, but just enough to keep this love¬ 
ly specimen out of the full Gem class. 


572 1873 Closed 3 MS 65 PCGS. Ex: Trompeter. Formerly sold as lot 

19 of the landmark Ed Trompeter Sale (Superior, 2/92), where it was 
expertly cataloged and we paraphrase as follows: Apparently not 
struck from the 1866-72 die as it does not show the die file marks 
from the ringlet to the ear; also, die polish is noted in the feathers, 
and the dentils are widely spaced. Most of the 12 to 15 survivors 
show lint marks, including this piece which has a couple on the 
cheek, throat, near the chin, and near CA in AMERICA. These 
should not be considered as defects as they came from extraneous 
matter adhering to the die at the time of striking. Otherwise, the coin 
is boldly brought up, and Liberty is mildly contrasted against the 
reflective fields. Only 25 proofs were minted, all on February 18. 
The Closed 3 has long been one of the most underrated of all gold 
dollars. Thanks to Harry X Boosel, it has become one of the more 
celebrated rarities in the series. Finer than the Eliasberg and Garrett 
coins. 


573 1887 MS 63 PCGS. Nicely reflective fields and relatively clean sur¬ 

faces overall make this an astute purchase for the type collector or 
investor. Trends $1,000. 


CERTIFIED PROOF GOLD DOLLAR 


574 1884 PR 66 PCGS. First year of greatly enhanced production of 
proofs with 1,006 pieces struck in this format this year. Apparently 
many were used in the jewelry trade and attrition has taken a heavy 
toll on the original mintage. The clear, glassy fields set up a strong 
cameo contrast against the mint frost on the devices. Struck from the 
proof dies with the diagnostic doubling on the digits in the date. 

CERTIFIED EARLY QUARTER EAGLE 

575 1831 MS 64 NGC. An obvious rarity with a mintage of only 4,520 
pieces. Of that number very few survive today, but the ones that do 
still exist are rather high quality with the average piece being XF-AU 
with quite a few mint state pieces among them (this, of course, being 
one of the finest known). This piece shows the normal deep reflec¬ 
tivity in the fields. The striking details are almost complete, with 
above average definition between the juncture of the eagle’s left 
wing and shield. The brightly reflective surfaces show only the 
smallest abrasions, none of which merit individual mention. A rare 
opportunity for the advanced gold collector. Population: 1 in 64, 
only 2 finer. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLE 


576 1836 MS 61 NGC. A scarce type in mint state, this piece shows the 
usual softness of strike on the hair curls but the surfaces are remark¬ 
ably clean for a coin of this grade. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

577 1841-C VF 20 PCGS. A scarce date and one that is normally found 
weakly struck on poorly made planchets. The planchet on this piece 
is problem-free, but the devices are indeed softly defined. A few 
small abrasions and field marks are noted on each side. The green- 
gold color of the coin has taken on a slight reddish tinge on the high- 
points of the devices. 

578 1848-C XF 45 NGC. An elusive Charlotte quarter eagle that is not 
only rare in the absolute sense, but is a condition rarity as well with 
pieces in XF infrequently encountered. The fields of this piece have 
a semi-reflective quality and are minimally abraded. The striking 
details are well defined on the hair curls but show the usual softness 
on the peripheral stars as well as the eagle’s left (facing) leg. 

579 1850 AU 55 NGC. Only a hint of wear and a few contact marks sep¬ 
arate this attractive quarter eagle from its uncirculated kin. Light yel¬ 
low gold provides a lot of flash. Feather definition on the reverse 
could be a bit stronger. On its strengths, this coin will find a home in 
a quality collection. 

580 1854-0 AC 55 PCGS. A lustrous, high grade example of this more 
frequently encountered O-mint quarter eagle. A few small marks are 
noted in the fields, defects which are certainly consistent with the 
grade, and the devices show only slight softness of detail. Struck 
from unclashed dies. On the reverse a couple of light coppery col¬ 
ored planchet flaws are noted, one through the olive stem and anoth¬ 
er, larger one through the ES of STATES. 
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581 1856 MS 61 NGC. Well struck and satiny. A scarcer early Liberty 
quarter eagle in mint state. 

582 1869-S MS 63 PCGS. Most often found well worn, the 1869-S 
emerges as a truly rare issue in uncirculated condition. Lightly pati- 
nated, this condition rarity enjoys satiny luster under mottled orange 
and golden toning. Early S-mint gold seems to be gening rarer every 
year, especially in such high grade. This is the only MS 63 graded, 
with two higher. 

583 1873-S MS 61 NGC. Very scarce in total numbers and particularly 
in this condition; the ‘73-S is rarely offered in uncirculated grades. 
Struck with a mintage of jus' 27,000 pieces, the relatively few sur¬ 
vivors are usually well worn and somewhat weak in the centers. The 
present coin is not only solidly in the mint state category, but better 
struck than most known pieces. The obverse shows some contact 
marks, to be sure, but these pale in consideration of its rarity. 

584 1887 MS 64 PCGS. Only 6,160 business strikes were coined in this 
low mintage year. This specimen exhibits reflective surfaces on each 
side, is sharply defined, and shows light reddish patina. Population: 
2 in 64, none are finer. 

585 1895 MS 63 PCGS. Satiny luster blossoms off of the fields of this 
absolutely lovely quarter eagle, which also enjoys a sharp strike and 
very few marks of any kind. We suggest a close examination to 
explain this grade, because we can only find a few light marks on 
Liberty’s chin. With a hint of orange coloration, everything about 
this coin suggests quality. 

586 1907 MS 66 PCGS. Peerless quality in this final year of the long- 
lived Coronet type. The surfaces are virtually unmarked by post- 
striking impairments and the luster is intense, swirling across each 
side in an unbroken cartwheel of mint frost. 


CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLE 


587 1895 PR 66 PCGS. A singularly impressive proof gold piece that 

shows heavily contrasted fields and devices, both sides are sparkling 
and unaffected by the haziness that often accompanies proofs. One 
estimate places the number of survivors between 45 and 55 pieces 
out of a mintage of 119 proofs. The 1895 proof quarter eagle is 8 to 
10 times rarer than the more famous proof Morgan of the year. 
Population: 8 in 65, only 6 finer. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 


588 1914 AU 55 NGC. Only the slightest friction precludes a mint state 

classification. 


589 1915 MS 61 NGC. Fully struck. 

590 1929 MS 64 PCGS. Excellent eye appeal, this piece has swirling 
mint frost and is sharply defined throughout. Sure to be of interest to 
a wide array of bidders.

591 1855 AU 58 PCGS. Virtually complete prooflike luster, with attrac¬ 

tive color and just the slightest rub on Liberty’s cheek.

592 1886 PR 64 NGC. As a date, the proof 1886 is a rather unexcep¬ 

tional issue in a series filled with extraordinarily rare, low mintage 
dates. Still, only 142 proofs were produced, and it has been estimat¬ 
ed that only 40-45 pieces may exist today. Even fewer have survived 
in this high grade, and with the added cameo attraction. Deeply con¬ 
trasted on each side, the frosty devices display well against the mir¬ 
rored fields. There are a few stray hairlines in the fields and a cou¬ 
ple of tiny marks that prevent this coin from grading even higher. 


593 1887 PR 65 Cameo NGC. An enchanting proof three. One of the 
most available dates in the series, even though a mere 160 proofs 
were struck. The fields have an unfathomable depth of mirrored 
reflectivity and provide a “black” background for the frost on the 
devices. In the fields there is a slight mint-made granularity that 
gives the coin a “halo” effect similar to that seen on most 1888 proof 
threes. An area of light opaque haze is noted at the top portion of the 
obverse. This is the singular finest example thus far graded by NGC. 
Simply lovely. 

594 1889 PR 64 PCGS. Final year of issue for the denomination. Only 
129 proofs were issued and of that number it has been reliably esti¬ 
mated that today perhaps 40-45 pieces exist in all grades. This is 
undoubtedly one of the finest examples known with only one other 
piece so graded by PCGS and none in higher grades. The obverse is 
a bright yellow-gold while the reverse has a bit more orange patina. 
Deeply reflective fields, the devices are well frosted, setting up a 
sharp cameo contrast. An upper-end coin that shows no distracting 
or mentionable contact marks. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF EAGLES 


595 1806 MS 63 PCGS. Round Top 6. Placed within the context of early 
gold, the Round Top 6 half eagles of this year are one of the more 
easily obtainable issues in all grades. However, all early gold in mint 
state is rare in the absolute sense and well worth the consideration of 
advanced collectors and knowledgeable investors. This piece shows 
slight softness of highpoint details, most evident at the juncture of 
the eagle’s wing and the shield on the reverse. Otherwise, the red¬ 
dish-gold color of the coin displays only the abrasions one would 
expect from a coin of this grade. There are no adjustment marks and 
only a couple of light alloy spots on each side. Population: 16 in 63, 
only 11 finer. 

596 1809/8 MS 64 NGC. One of the more frequently encountered dates 
of the John Reich design for half eagles, the 1809 has the added 
appeal of also being an overdate. The underdigit on this coin is faint, 
but still discemable, within the lower loop of the 9. Surprisingly well 
struck, the design elements are boldly brought up in all areas. 
Superior luster characteristics coupled with mining abrasions make 
this an enchanting type coin. Population: 6 in 62, 1 finer. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC HALF EAGLE 


597 1834 Plain 4 AU 58 NGC. This near-mint example is well struck at 

the margins but shows the softness on the hair curls over the ear of 
Liberty as usually seen. The green-gold color of the coin has an 
attractive overlay of rich reddish patina. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


598 1847-0 AU 50 PCGS. This is the rarest New Orleans half eagle and 
one of the rarest of all half eagles in the entire Coronet series. High 
grade examples are virtually unobtainable with only 22 pieces certi¬ 
fied by the combined staffs of both major grading services, the finest 
being an NGC AU 58. This is a sharply struck coin that shows light 
reddish color in the fields and traces of mint luster still around the 
devices. The only mark of any note is one on the shield in the center 
of the reverse. An important coin that ranks in the middle of the con¬ 
dition census for the issue. Trends $15,000. 

599 1871-S AU 53 PCGS. Double Punched Date. Breen-6678. Usually 
seen in VF or XF, there are very few 1871-S half eagles known in 
AU. This coin is well struck in most areas with only slight softness 
noted on the hair curls and eagle's neck feathers. The surfaces are 
very lustrous and there is a lovely mottled mixture of deep golden- 
orange and pastel-blue patina over both sides. Minimally abraded, 
there is a small mark on the cheek of Liberty and a milling mark near 
star 11. A rare opportunity for the specialist. 

600 1873 Open 3 MS 61 NGC. A rare issue and definitely an important 
coin in mint condition. Sharply struck except on the eagle’s neck, the 
fields are semi-prooflike with a bit of light reddish patina over both 
sides. Population: 8 in 61, only 7 finer. 

601 1874-S VF 20 ANACS. A rare coin in any grade with only 16,000 
pieces struck. This is an evenly worn piece that shows only one obvi¬ 
ous mark in the left obverse field. Trends $800. 
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602 1878 AU 58 NGC. Orange-gold surfaces with myriad contact marks 

overall. 


603 1883 MS 61 NGC. Well struck with subdued luster and deep pink¬ 
ish color. Very scarce in strict mint state. 

604 1886-S MS 64 PCGS. Well defined, the lustrous surfaces display 
rich coppery-reddish patina with hints of lilac interspersed. An 
upper-end 64, this issue is virtually unobtainable finer with only one 
gem certified by PCGS. 

605 1888-S AU 55 PCGS. Scarce in mint state and priced accordingly. 
This piece retains most of the original mint luster and is sharply 
struck. 

606 1891 MS 60 NGC. Myriad abrasions and light green-gold toning 
combine to mask much of the luster on this specimen. Still, not unat¬ 
tractive for the grade. 

607 1892-S MS 60 NGC. Sharp and original, with only scattered light 
surface marks. Just a few dozen mint state pieces exist in all grades. 
Population: 10 in 60, 21 higher. Trends $800. 

608 1893 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with subdued luster accounting for 
the grade. 

609 1896 MS 63 NGC. Satiny and struck in full, with muted deep gold 
color. One of just 18 coins so graded by NGC, with 10 finer. Trends 
$2,250. 


610 1896 MS 64 NGC. Conditionally elusive, only 8 pieces have been 
so graded by NGC with 2 finer. This is a fully struck example whose 
luster characteristics are smooth and satin-like with a light overlay 
of reddish patina. 

611 1896-S XF 45 PCGS. A scarce date in higher grades. This piece is 
partially lustrous and bright with no major marks and a moderate 
amount of wear. 


612 1898 MS 64 NGC. Satiny and lustrous with a bold strike and some 
deep rose patina. Just a few light obverse field marks limit the grade. 
In this high grade, the 1898 becomes a condition rarity, and quite an 
opportunity for the gold specialist. 

613 1899-S MS 63 PCGS. Luster flashes off the obverse surfaces of this 
impressive five, even with a light covering of orange patination. The 
reverse shows a like amount of pyrotechnics, only here the bright¬ 
ness is set against burnt-orange toning spots. A coin for the collector 
who prefers some fire in his coins. 

614 1900-S MS 64 NGC. A premium type coin that is strongly sugges¬ 
tive of a gem. The surfaces are very clean and problem-free, the 
strike is complete, and the luster is satiny with an attractive orange 
tint. 


615 1904 MS 62 PCGS. A lustrous example graded on the conservative 
side. Scarcer date. 

616 1905-S MS 60 NGC. An abraded obverse explains the grade, but 
plenty of luster and detail remain on this half eagle from the early 
years of this century. Date specialists will find much to admire. 

617 1905-S MS 64 NGC. One of the finest examples known of this 
scarcer late date S-mint five. This is a very attractive coin with rich 
reddish-orange color and a full strike. Minimally abraded. NGC 
population: 3 in 64, none finer (8/96). 

CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


618 1891 PR 64 Cameo NGC. Of the 53 proofs originally struck, it is 

estimated (by Breen) that today perhaps 25-30 still exist in all 
grades. Akers makes the statement, “the proofs of this date, ...for 
some unknown reason, have a higher survival ratio than other proofs 
of this period.” We have not found that to be true as this is the first 
1891 proof we have offered for sale in the past five years. The 
devices show a nice, cameoed effect against the illimitible depth of 
mirrored reflectivity in the fields, and a few tiny hairlines are all that 
keep this piece from a full gem grade. 


1895 PR 65 PCGS. A glittering high-end gem example of this beau¬ 
tiful Liberty gold half eagle. Light frosting on the devices contrasts 
nicely with the mirrored fields. The Population Report shows this is 
1 of 4 graded with none higher. It would be hard to imagine one 
existing better than this piece. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 


1908 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with satiny luster. 

1908 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with satiny luster and some bright 
golden color. A sharp looking coin for the grade. 

1909 MS 62 NGC. Slightly marked on each side, the surfaces are 
muted by a thin veneer of patina but there is adequate underlying 
luster. 

1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Satiny luster covers the well struck surfaces. 

1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Uncommonly clean on the obverse with one 
arcing mark on the reverse that prevents a higher grade. 

1909-D MS 63 PCGS. A nice looking, original type coin with a pro¬ 
nounced golden-orange color in the fields. Just a bit too baggy on the 
reverse to grade any higher. Trends $1,975. 

1912 MS 62 PCGS. Fully lustrous with reddish patina surrounding 
the devices. 

1913- S MS 63 PCGS. This issue ranks among the rarest of all 
Indian half eagles in strict mint condition. This is a very pleasing 
coin, with subdued satin-like luster and even orange-gold patina. 
Generally, the coin enjoys a strong strike except on the mintmark, 
which is quite weak. The S mintmarks from 1911 to 1916 were noto¬ 
riously poorly struck, to the point of near invisibility on some spec¬ 
imens. A clean, problem-free example of this rare issue in select con¬ 
dition. 

1914- D MS 62 PCGS. Scarce in mint state, this piece has bright, lus¬ 
trous surfaces that lack the often-seen granularity. 

1914-D MS 64 NGC. A scarce Denver mint issue that is compara¬ 
ble in overall rarity to the 1911-S, but not as scarce in near-gem con¬ 
dition. This sharply struck piece has smooth, satin-like surfaces, 
light orange-gold color, and a near-absence of abrasions. Trends 
$5,800. 

1914-S AU 58 PCGS. A near uncirculated example of this condi¬ 
tionally rare issue, quite lustrous and original. 

1915 MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with a mixture of deep orange-gold 
and pale blue color on each side. Slightly marked and an attractive 
type coin. 

1915 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with bright, satiny surfaces. 

1916-S MS 60 NGC. This scarcer date has a number of small marks 
on each side, but a solid uncirculated piece. Trends $675. 

CERTIFIED EARLY EAGLE 


1801 MS 63 PCGS. Wide Date. B. 2-B. The Wide Date 1801s are 
the most common variety among all 1795-1804 eagles. As such 
many of them are held in type collections as there is little demand 
for the variety. This piece would certainly make a good type coin for 
an advanced gold collector. The surfaces are exceptionally clean 
with only the tiniest abrasions noted. The devices show pinpoint 
striking definition throughout. The surfaces are lustrous with attrac¬ 
tive golden-olive color. An outstanding early ten. 
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CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 

635 1839 Large Letters AU 58 NGC. This is the so-called “Type of 
1838” or “Old Portrait” variety. Actually, the head is much smaller 
on the obverse than on the later type. A very elusive two-year type 
coin, and one that is quite difficult to locate in AU condition. The 
central details, i.e., the hair strands and feathers on the eagle, are 
unusually distinct on this piece. The only area of softness is on the 
radials of the stars. Other than normal handling marks, there are no 
injuries of significance on either side. The rich green-gold color of 
the coin shows a light overlay of reddish patina that is most appeal¬ 
ing. One of the finest pieces known of this scarce issue. 

636 1854-0 AU 50 PCGS. Small Date. The more common of the two 
varieties of the year, and a coin that is better struck than the normal¬ 
ly encountered piece, with well defined centers and some radials on 
the stars. There are just the normal amount of small abrasions in the 
fields, none of which are singularly distracting. Trends $1,600. 

637 1866-S Motto XF 40 PCGS. An exceptionally rare and valuable 
eagle. In Akers’ auction survey he conducted several years ago, this 
issue was tied with several others for seventh place in rarity accord¬ 
ing to average grade, and it ranked in the top 25% of the series in 
overall rarity. This is an obviously original example that shows rich 
golden color in the protected areas. Well struck in general, the most 
obvious surface feature that could be used for tracing the provenance 
of this piece is a contact mark in the field in front of Liberty’s throat. 
Trends $3,650. 

638 1879-S AU 55 NGC. Lots of flash left on this eagle, with a minimum 
of wear and typical abrasions. Well struck, with a pleasing light 
golden color. 

639 1880-CC XF 40 NGC. a scarcer, low mintage Carson City ten-dol- 
lar, generally well struck throughout with clean surfaces and dis¬ 
playing rich reddish-orange color; and an 1881-CC XF 40 PCGS, a 
pleasing, yellow-gold example, with a mintage of only 24,015 
pieces. (Total: 2 coins) 

640 1881 MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck, this eagle looks more attractive 
than its technical grade would indicate. Much luster remains on the 
obverse, despite minor field abrasions (including one unfortunate 
contact mark on the lower jaw). Lightly toned at the periphery. The 
reverse is even nicer. 

641 1881 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck with rich orange-rose 
patination. 

642 1883 MS 64 PCGS. This is the finest ’83 certified to date by PCGS 
and is a significant coin as such. Fully struck in all areas, the surfaces 
exude a warm, reddish patina over glowing satin-like luster. A solid 
coin for the grade. 

643 1888 MS 60 PCGS. Very scarce in strict mint condition. Well struck 
in the centers but lightly abraded as one would expect for the grade. 
Population; 19 in 60, only 12 finer, none are graded higher than MS 
62 by either service. 

644 1888-S MS 63 NGC. An attractive coin with flashy cartwheel luster 
and a bold strike. A few light contact marks keep this piece from a 
finer category. Population: 6 in 63, 1 finer. 

645 1890 MS 60 NGC. Strictly uncirculated, although numerous light 
marks keep it at the lower end of the mint state spectrum. As a date, 
the 1890 is much underrated and rarely seen in appreciably finer 
condition. Trends $1,100. 

646 1890 MS 60 NGC. Mottled gold and orange toning hides many of 
the abrasions that mark this coin. Some underlying luster remains to 
remind us of the events of the last century. 

647 1892-0 MS 61 NGC, sharply struck with sparkling mint luster; and 
an 1894-0 MS 60 NGC, exhibiting subdued luster on both sides and 
showing a number of field marks consistent with the grade. (Total: 2 
coins) 

648 1892-0 MS 62 PCGS. There are no heavy marks or other detracting 
factors readily seen. The luster, however, is somewhat subdued. 


649 1894-0 MS 62 PCGS. Despite a rather hefty mintage of 107,500 
pieces, the ‘94-0 is usually only seen in VF-XF condition with strict 
uncirculated coins being quite elusive. This well struck specimen 
shows only small, scattered marks and boasts a pleasing, original 
appearance with excellent luster. 

650 1896 MS 62 NGC. Sharply struck with good color. Surprisingly 
scarce. Trends $725. 

651 1896 MS 62 NGC. A pleasant specimen, with satiny luster shining 
through light green-gold toning. Well struck with an overall mini¬ 
mum of abrasions, there are just enough serious distractions and 
grease stains to account for the grade. 

652 1901 MS 63 NGC. While showing a few tiny marks on each side, the 
surfaces overall are lovely with bright, sparkling mint frost and light 
color. 

653 1901-S MS 62 PCGS. Outstanding luster and surfaces for the grade. 

654 1903-S MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck with superior luster characteris¬ 
tics. The obverse is lighter in hue than the reverse which has deeper 
reddish patina in evidence. 

655 1906 MS 63 NGC. An attractive eagle, with surprising luster and 
detail in the strike. While a few field scuffs and a grease stain or two 
probably preclude consideration for a higher grade, this will make a 
proud addition to any collection. 

656 1906 MS 63 NGC. Minimally abraded with shimmering luster. As a 
date, the lower mintage '06-P is scarce in mint state and quite elu¬ 
sive at this grade level. Population: 14 in 63, 10 higher. 

657 1906-0 MS 61 NGC. The final eagle from the New Orleans mint. 
Well struck with some subdued luster. 

658 1907 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny luster cartwheels off both the obverse and 
reverse surfaces of this attractive eagle. Light green-gold toning can 
be seen at the rims. This coin also enjoys minimal abrasions.

659 1908-S AU 50 NGC. Densely abraded with innumerable tiny marks. 
Light wear. 

660 1909-D AU 58 PCGS. Although it is difficult to tell where its light 
strike ends and light circulation begins, contacts marks on the 
reverse eagle do suggest that this coin spent some time in the chan¬ 
nels of commerce. Most attractive, with light golden color, satiny 
luster, and a hint of olive-gold toning. 

661 1911 MS 67 NGC. Phenomenal quality. This series is not known for 
high grade, problem-free coins, but here is the exception to the rule. 
The strike is intricately detailed and the surfaces have a fine-grain, 
matte-like quality with thick mint luster that rolls across each side 
virtually unimpeded by abrasions. The only noticeable mark, and 
one that could be used as a pedigree identifier, is a small one on the 
inner rim of the obverse at 8 o’clock. Only one other piece has been 
so graded by NGC with three coins certified in this condition by 
PCGS. None are finer. 

662 1915 MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck and highly lustrous with subtly 
variegated patina. 

663 1932 MS 64 NGC. This enchanting type coin is characterized by 
very deep reddish-coppery patina which covers thick mint frost. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 


664 1853 AU 55 PCGS. Good portions of mint luster remain on this 

Choice AU specimen. Several larger marks are seen on each side. 
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665 1854-S MS 64 NGC. About twenty years ago, a small hoard of ‘54- 
S double eagles was retrieved from a shipwreck. Many of the coins 
were dull and slightly pitted from immersion in saltwater for a long 
time (even gold will corrode after lengthy contact with saltwater). It 
is unknown whether this example came from this wreck, but it 
remains in a remarkable state of preservation. Superb luster, this is a 
fully struck coin that shows only slight abrasions and a few minor 
luster grazes—no saltwater damage is evident. A conditionally rare 
early twenty. Population: 6 in 64, none finer. 

666 1856-S AU 53 PCGS. One of the more commonly encountered Type 
One twenties, this date often comes with surfaces that have been 
immersed in saltwater. But not this example. This is a well struck 
piece with a generous amount of luster still remaining on both sides. 
Just a few scattered marks are noted on this popular mintmarked 
Type One twenty-dollar gold coin. 

667 1858-0 XF 45 PCGS. Richly colored with noticeable prooflike 
qualities found in the protected areas of the obverse and reverse. The 
1858-0 is of median rarity when compared to the thirteen New

Nicely 
reflective, both sides show mellow cherry-red color. The grade is 
derived from the numerous tiny flecks of carbon scattered across 
each side. 


742 1866 Five-Cents, Judd-487, Pollock-576, R.6, PR 61 Brown 
PCGS. Five-cent pattern with the head of Lincoln facing right, date 
below, and UNITED STATES OF AMERICA around most of the 
perimeter. The reverse features 5 CENTS in the center, surrounded 
by a laurel wreath, and the motto in small letters above. Struck in 
copper with a plain edge. This appears to be a thin planchet piece but 
it is not possible to determine for certain because of the slab. The 
brown patina is overlaid with deep cobalt-blue and there are a few 
small contact marks which account for the grade. 

743 1869 Quarter, Judd-727, Pollock-808, R.5, PR 63 PCGS. 
Standard Silver design with Liberty wearing a diadem and scroll 
below, the reverse reads STANDARD SILVER 1869 around the rim 
with 25 CENTS in the center of an oak and laurel wreath. Struck in 
silver with a reeded edge. Deeply toned, shades of gunmetal-blue 
and silver-gray dominate both sides. An attractive and popular pat¬ 
tern issue. 

744 1896 Five-Cents, Judd-1771, Pollock-1986, R.6 PR 65 PCGS. The 
always-popular pattern design of 1896 that features a large shield in 
the center of the obverse with crossed poles behind. The reverse has 
a large numeral 5 surrounded by a curved olive sprig. Struck in pure 
nickel (and magnetic as such) with a plain edge. We know all too 
well the problems the mint experienced fully striking nickel coinage 
beginning in 1866 with a 25% nickel composition. It is difficult to 
imagine how the mint could produce a coin composed of pure nick¬ 
el. Yet, here is such a coin, and strange to say, there is no evidence 
of striking weakness. The fields are only moderately reflective, as 
often seen on nickel proofs, the surfaces are clean and show only a 
light gray-brilliant patina, probably very much like the coin 
appeared when new one hundred years ago.
